It’s time to do away with the misbegotten Independent Counsel Act 





HENEVER ANYONE HAS pro- 
posed scriously to do away with 
the Independent Counsel Act, its 
defenders have invoked the malignant spirit 
of Richard Nixon as their argument for 
keeping it on the books. Samucl Dash — 
who earned his stripes investigating the 
Nixon White House, and who helped draft 
the independent-counscel law — wrote re- 
cently on the New York 
Times op-ed page that, if 
the law were abolished, 
there would be “no way to 
investigate possible crimes 
by the President.” By this 
line of reasoning, the Trick- 
ster would have gotten 
away, free to break into his 
enemies’ psychiatrists’ of- 
fices and to bomb hapless 
Third World countries in 
secret until the natural expi- 
ration of his term, in Jan- 
uary 1977. 

The problem with this logic is that Nixon 
and his gang were thrown out of office in 
1974, four years before the Independent 
Counsel Act became law. Pre—independent 
counscl, the system for dealing with corrupt 
presidents worked reasonably well. Since 
then, it hasn’t worked at all. 

Now, with the law coming up for renewal 
once again this June, Congress has an op- 
portunity to do the right thing. Our elected 
representatives shouldn’t extend the law.

Rather, they should abolish it — drive a 
wooden stake through its heart, to kill it off 
once and for all.

Wally’s: City okays, family fights

WALLY ’S: legal wrangling may forestall expansion. 


One of the town's hidden nightlife jewels, Wally’s Café on Mass Ave, just received 
long-sought permission from city officials to expand to twice its size. But before 
the contractors get a chance to lay a hammer on the half-century-old South End 
club, it may be torn apart by a convoluted family fight. The dispute centers on the 
$1.2 million estate left by club owner Joseph “Wally” Walcott, who died a year 
ago at 101. His estranged wife, Madeline, is challenging a will made when he 
was 96; she claims that diminished capacity led him to leave everything to his 
daughter, Elynor Walcott, and her children. 

Elynor charges that Madeline deserted her father 10 years ago and is entitled 
to nothing more than the $224,000 Wally gave her to settle their differences. Ely- 
nor questions whether Madeline — who was 
seeking a divorce when Wally died — was even 
legally Wally's wife then. Further complicating the 
issue is a trust made by Wally before he married 
Madeline, which could supersede any subsequent 
will. And if that weren’t enough, the estate may 
also be subject to a claim, now being investigated, 
by the grandchild of a dead woman who said she 


was Wally’s daughter. 


Club proprietor Frank Poindexter, Elynor’s son, 
says he hopes to move ahead with the expansion 
plans, but it’s unlikely that he'd have the where- 
withal until the estate is settled.

Ellsworth Kelly opens up 


The incomparable painter/sculptor 


Elisworth Kelly has a 
reputation for being 
enigmatic — and his 
work has been 
described as cool, 
geometric, minimalist. 
But last Thursday, 
March 4, at Harvard's 
Sackler Museum, the 
artist was warm, 
loquacious — maximal. 
Kelly, 75, said he was

an impressive draftsman and, like

But in 
Paris he shook off these influences 
and came alive. Looking at the shape 
and scale of a café window, the 
arches of a bridge across the Seine, 
he would think, “I want that; that's 
me!”, Kelly told the Sackler audience. 
And so, experimenting with collages, 
automatic drawings, multicolored 
grids, drawings “cut up and arranged 
by chance,” and his signature 
monochrome panels of bright primary 
colors, he developed all the elements 
of what he described as his 
“impersonal” style. “| wanted to forget 
myself,” he said. “I didn't want to 
depict.” 

The most dramatic local example 
of Kelly's work is The Boston Panels,

Stanley Kubrick 


Who could imagine 2001 without Stanley Kubrick? In an irony he would have 
appreciated, one of the greatest filmmakers of the last half-century died of undisclosed 
causes at the age of 70, just shy of the millennium he celebrated in his groundbreaking, 
forever baffling apocalyptic epic, 2001: A Space Odyssey (1967). 

In a sense, every Kubrick film was a millennial event. That was due in part to their 
infrequency — he made only 10 films in the last four decades — and in part to his 
notorious secrecy and reclusiveness. Mostly, though, it was due to their brilliance and 
originality; each challenged our preconceptions about film and reality. 

In a culture that scoffs at the term, he was one of the last auteurs, a legendary 
obsessive whose perfectionism culminated in his last film, Eyes Wide Shut, in which he 
virtually held superstars Tom Cruise and Nicole Kidman prisoner for a year while doing 
reshoots. It screened for Warner Bros. studio officials on March 5, two days before the 
director's death, and is expected to arrive in the theaters on July 16. 

If so, it is sure to continue Kubrick’s tradition of formal eclecticism, philosophical 
gloom, and gleeful misanthropy. Although the word has suffered from overuse, he was a 
visionary. His was not a pretty picture, but it was sublime, disturbing, and hilarious, 
observed with an Olympian detachment sometimes dismissed as inhumanity. 

You can appreciate the power of his images by comparing them to what followed 
Predating the prescient cynicism of Barry Levinson’s Wag the Dog was Kubrick's 
Dr. Strangelove (1964), Hollywood's darkest and most profound political satire. Nothing 
in Steven Spielberg's Saving Private Ryan approaches the final scene in Paths of Glory 
(1957), in which a terrified woman's song epitomizes war’s tragedy. And the effusions of 
Terrence Malick’s The Thin Red Line failed to capture the absurdity of the ravaged 
Marines singing the Mickey Mouse Club theme at the end of Full Metal Jacket (1987) 

Unsparing in his gaze at human frailty and the world’s intransigence, Kubrick may 
have been the last of his kind in a medium reduced to a clockwork orange. The new 


century will be dimmer without his cold eye to frame it

HateWatch 
on hiatus 


On Friday, March 12, the Internet is 
(temporarily) losing one of its most trusted 
watchdogs: HateWatch, a Cambridge-based 
volunteer operation that monitors white- 
supremacist and other hate-group activity on 
the World Wide Web. 

Created in 1995, mainly in response to the 
birth of a now-infamous hate site called 
Stormfront, HateWatch (www.hatewatch.org) 
sought to keep tabs on racist Web activity 
while giving the public a forum to view the 
electronic postings and materials of white- 
power organizations and other hate groups. 

The idea, says HateWatch founder David 
Goldman, was to allow people who were 
curious about hate sites to follow links straight 
to the source — and, when they were 
finished, to discuss what they had seen via 
chat rooms, read information countering the 
groups’ claims, and learn to take action 
against hate organizations. 

“We found that to be an effective model, 
rather than going out on the street and 
punching people in the head,” Goldman says. 

Now, HateWatch is briefly suspending its 
operations in order to reevaluate how best to 
staff and support itself, according to 
Goldman. The group will consider different 
approaches to administering its Web site, as 
well as the possibility of filing for nonprofit, 
tax-exempt status. 

Goldman says he doesn’t expect HateWatch 
to disappear for very long. Since he posted the 
news of the site’s hiatus on Sunday afternoon, 
he has received many e-mails from readers 
praising the service and voicing distress about 
the brief shutdown. 

Although the praise pleases Goldman, he 
says he’s no hero. “I don’t consider myself an 
activist — that would be very pompous,” he 
says. “I did it and it just sort of evolved.”

ROAD RAGE 
Boston is... safe? 


Everyone knows that driving in Boston is hell, a never-ending 
nightmare of anxiety, danger, and middle fingers that can turn a 
tourist's hair white and leave residents with a creepy killer instinct. 
Things are so bad that Mayor Tom Menino even wants to lower the 

speed limit in the city’s 
residential areas. 

A national study 
released this week, 
however, draws a 
strikingly unconventional 
conclusion: Boston is the 
safest driving city in 
America. 

The unlikely news 
comes from the Surface 
Transportation Policy 
Project (STPP), which 
released a report this 
week on “deadly 

aggressive driving” in 
major cities. Tallying deaths resulting from such antics as speeding, 
tailgating, and running red lights, the report found that Boston had 
just 2.1 deaths per 100,000 people. 

That finding, based on 1996 statistics, was cause for some 
snickering in the national media. The Washington Post, for instance, 
noted that Boston is “legendary for its narrow, congested streets and 
horn-blowing motorists.” (They're laughing all the way to the morgue: 
Washington nearly doubled Boston’s fatality rate, with 4.1 deaths per 
100,000 people.) 

The STPP, a coalition of environmental and community groups, 
promotes public transit and discourages automobile use. So it’s not 
surprising that the report praised Boston's extensive subway and 
commuter-rail systems and usable sidewalks, and blamed suburban 
sprawl for aggressive-driving fatality rates in such communities as 
Tampa, Florida; San Antonio, Texas; and Riverside—San Bernardino, 
California, which tallied more than 13 deaths per 100,000 people. 

Of course, all this doesn’t mean Boston drivers aren't reckless 
and crazed. It's just that they somehow manage to stay alive — with 
or without their sanity.

HERE ARE MANY awards batting 

around the book world these days: 
prestigious awards, lucrative awards, 
prestigious and lucrative awards. For 
sheer toe-curling drama, though, you 
can’t top PEN New England's annual 
Discovery Evening. A sort of literary 
cesarean, the event wrenches writers 
from the amniotic ease of obscurity and 
thrusts them into the glare of media, 
academic, and literary scrutiny. It’s the 
kind of recognition that has writers 
using words like “delighted,” “thrilled,” 
and “absolutely terrified.” Such are the 
pleasures and pains of being officially 
up-and-coming. 





































































Established in 1980, the PEN 
program invites each of three 
accomplished authors to pick the work 
of a promising unpublished writer, and it 
culminates in a reading at Radcliffe’s 
Bunting Institute. This year, Elinor 
Lipman, Patricia Powell, and David 
Rivard selected, respectively, novelists 
Risa Miller and Ricco Villanueva 
Siasoco and poet Joshua Weiner. 

Being picked is the easy part. 
Reading the chosen work in the august 
environs of Radcliffe, before an 
audience bristling with distinction — 
that’s where it gets tricky. “Agents 
attend the events,” says the evening's 
organizer, Marcie Hershman, “and 
editors, looking to see if there's 
someone they might want to grab hold 
of.” There’s nothing that sets a writer's 
heart aflutter like the prospect of getting 
published. 

Indeed, many past discoverees — 
including novelist Sue Miller (1980), 
critic Sven Birkerts (1982), novelist Ha 
Jin (1988), and fiction writer Elizabeth 
McCracken (1992) — have been 

grabbed, picked up, and placed on the

top shelves of the business. Birkerts, 
who has gone on to become an 
internationally renowned essayist, says 
the event “allowed me to conceive of 


myself as someone with a public voice.” 


His discovery, he says, “was an 

enormous thrill.” 

Risa Miller, one of this year’s 
nominees, calls the event “validation 
with a capital V and lots of exclamation 
marks,” and says she expects her 
discovery to “plant me smack in the 
middle of the writing community in New 
England.” One of her five children asks 
me, “Is she going to be famous?” And 
Miller herself quips that, Warhol's 
dictum aside, she expects “at least 22 
minutes” in the limelight. “I feel very 
blessed,” she says. 

The poet Joshua Weiner is slightly 
less rapturous, saying before the 
reading that he’s approaching the 
occasion with “a healthy amount of 
anxiety.” There are, he concedes, 
obvious advantages to being 
discovered, such as finding an 
audience, which Weiner describes as 
“a veiled, mysterious process.” But 
there are enormous pressures, too. 

“I'd like David Rivard to be pleased, 
not embarrassed, that he’s chosen 
me,” he says, audibly cringing. 

Ricco Siasoco is with Weiner: his joy 
is tempered with unease. And it’s not 
just the prospect of having “bigwigs” in 
the audience that bothers him. 

“I'm a grad student,” he says, “and a 
lot of faculty are going to come. 
They're not peers, they're not 
colleagues, they're my teachers.” 

Weiner’s and Siasoco's stage fright 
is understandable. The esteemed 
Birkerts himself admits that the 
prospect of his Discovery Evening 
performance left him “a nervous wreck.’ 

“Let's face it,” says Hershman, 
“writing is full of doubts. You never 
know whether anyone wants to read 
this stuff.” Yet at an event like the 
Discovery Evening, “you know if people 
are really listening. If an audience is 
restless, you know it. But if they’re 

quiet, if they don't move: glorious.” Yes, 
yes, but whatif.... 

On the evening of the reading, the 
moods of the three discoverees have 
achieved a jittery concordance. 

Milling about among such luminaries 
as James Carroll, the up-and-comers 
smile and banter, sip and nibble, and 
exude a kind of muted horror. “I’m 
nervous, really nervous,” says 
Miller. “Very nervous,” adds 
Siasoco. “Terrified,” says 
Weiner.

And then — finally — there is the 
reading. 
Perhaps it is simply a writer's lot: to 

fret endlessly, reach further, achieve 
more. Or maybe doubt is a kind of 
growing pain. Either way, all three 
writers leave no doubt as to the depth 
and breadth of their talent. Miller 
reads from her palimpsest-like novel, 
Welcome to the Heavenly Heights, 
which lyrically recounts the lives of 
the residents of a West Bank 
community. Siasoco reads from 
Squatters, a moving and witty 
exploration of the cultural and sexual 
struggles of a gay Filipino man living 
in Boston. Weiner reads some rich, 
compellingly discursive poetry from 
his collection The Dog State. \t's 
marvelous stuff, delivered with 
remarkable fluency and brio. 

The audience is certainly sold, 
erupting into a lengthy clatter of 
applause when the reading is done, 
and sticking around to slap backs and 
pump hands well into the evening. 
Beaming amid the crowd, Miller, 
Siasoco, and Weiner look as if they 
might have discovered something 
tonight, too. “I only wish the party could 
go on,” says Miller. 

As former discoveree Elizabeth 
McCracken puts it, “I can say that it 
really was a significant night for me 
people made a fuss over the 
readers, and you always remember 
your first fuss.” g

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The knee-jerk reaction to the 60 Minutes Woodward 
report reflects public cynicism over scientists-for-hire.

Greater Boston households that 

were actually tuned in to the 60 
Minutes report on Louise Woodward 
last Sunday, then you’re probably. hav- 
ing trouble making sense of the post- 
broadcast war of the sound bites. 

The 60 Minutes segment, though 
hardly perfect, was serious and trou- 
bling. The spin offered by prosecutors 
and pundits has been neither. 

Dr. Floyd Gilles, chief of neu- 
ropathology at Children’s Hospital in 
Los Angeles, told 60 Minutes reporter 
Mike Wallace that Matthew Eappen — 
the baby under then—au pair Wood- 
ward’s care — had died of strangula- 
tion. He presented evidence that the ef- 
fects of strangulation on a baby that 
young may not show up for 48 hours. 
And he said that, based on his review 
of Matthew’s medical records, there 
was reason to believe he had been re- 
peatedly abused. 

The defense lawyers (including my 
Phoenix colleague Harvey, Silverglate), 
not surprisingly, embraced the report 
as bolstering their contention that their 
client is innocent. Nevertheless, even if 
Gilles is correct, Woodward would re- 
main a prime suspect. 

More telling, though, have been the 
denunciations offered up by prosecu- 
tors, who, rather than respond to the 
specifics of Gilles’s study, have chosen 
to attack 60 Minutes without a whit of 
reflection. Middlesex district attorney 
Martha Coakley, who prosecuted the 
case, sneeringly likened Gilles’s theory 
to a claim that Nicole Brown Simpson 
had really died of a heart attack. Attor- 
ney General Tom Reilly, who was Mid- 
dlesex DA at the time of the trial, went 
so far as to assert that 60 Minutes 
should have refrained from broadcast- 
ing the report because of the psycho- 
logical effect it would have on 
Matthew’s parents, Deborah and Sunil 
Eappen. 

The most egregious example of this 
line of thinking was offered on Sunday 
by Boston Globe columnist Eileen 
McNamara, who — without even 
having seen the program — trashed 
CBS for 700 words beneath the headline 
60 MINUTES OF SHAME. (In McNamara’s 
case, seeing was definitely not believing. 
“It offended me even more,” she told 
the Phoenix after watching it. “Any- 
body can have a theory. The jury 
thought she [Woodward] was lying, 
and that’s why she was convicted.”) 

But though Coakley, Reilly, and Mc- 
Namara should have offered analysis 
rather than anger, there’s really no sur- 
prise that they all reached so easily for 
the cheap putdown. The fact is, Gilles’s 
theory illustrates a rarely talked-about 
problem in the judicial system: the role 
of hired experts in the courtroom. 

From the murder trials of Louise 
Woodward and O.J. Simpson to the 
complex litigation over the Woburn 
toxic-waste case, the public has be- 
come cynically accustomed to scien- 
tists-for-hire who seemingly will say 
anything to advance their clients’ agen- 
da. Gilles’s theory was novel only in the 
sense that he wasn’t getting paid by 
anyone to offer it. (Thus it’s not sur-

prising that the Boston Herald on 
Tuesday attempted to knock down 
Gilles’s theory by revealing that Wood- 
ward’s lawyers had paid his colleague 
Dr. Marvin Nelson, who was also in- 
terviewed by 60 Minutes, before decid- 
ing not to use him. Unfortunately for 
the Herald, it also erred when it 
claimed that 60 Minutes made “no 
mention” of Nelson’s brief relationship 
with the defense.) All too often, lawyers 
— even in the face of overwhelming 
evidence against their client — will of- 
fer an absurd but impressive-sounding 
scientific theory and hope it confuses 
the jury enough to create reasonable 
doubt. 

Michael Keating, a trial lawyer with 
the Boston firm of Foley, Hoag & 
Eliot, was an observer and a participant 
in such a trial-by-expert charade in the 
Woburn case immortalized by the book 
and movie A Civil Action: he was the 
lead counsel for W.R. Grace, one of 
the two defendants. Keating believes 
that judges should be given increased 
authority to appoint their own, unbi- 
ased experts to investigate complicated 
scientific and medical cases, and that 
they should be allowed to take special 
steps to help the jury deal with such 
complex testimony. “The problem,” 
Keating says, “is when the scientist 
gets into the courtroom and says 
something that’s totally off the wall in 
front of the jury.” 

To be sure, there were some prob- 
lems with the 60 Minutes piece. Nel- 
son’s explanation of why Matthew’s 
skull fracture didn’t matter was uncon- 
vincing. And Mike Wallace never 
should have let Woodward claim, un- 
challenged, that she’s not big and 
strong enough to have killed a small 
baby. McNamara blasted that tasteless 
lapse in an interview with the Phoenix, 
and the Boston Herald’s Margery Ea- 
gan rightly called it “ridiculous” in her 
Tuesday column. 

Still, the report made it clear that the 
Woodward case remains more complex 
and difficult to understand than the 
prosecutors and their supporters would 
have us believe. It’s too bad that, when 
faced with a credible challenge to their 
theory of what happened in February 
1997, their first impulse was to blow 
smoke rather than deal with the issues 
that had been raised.

It’s not anything Alicia Shepard says 
that undermines her new American 
Journalism Review cover story on 
“journalism in the era of Drudge and 
Flynt.” It’s what she doesn’t say. 





Shepard takes the utterly conven- 
tional point of view that editors and re- 
porters need to be careful lest the likes 
of Larry Flynt and Matt Drudge set the 
agenda for mainstream news organiza- 
tions. She agonizes over the damage 
done when the media report on the 
personal foibles of such sterling public 
servants as Henry Hyde, Helen 
Chenoweth, Bob Livingston, Bob Barr, 
and Dan Burton. 

What Shepard misses entirely is 
that what we’re really dealing with is 
“journalism in the era of Starr.” It 
was the independent counsel and 
his $40 million investigation of Bill 
Clinton’s tawdry sex life that set the 
agenda for the media. And it was the 
eager participation of Hyde, 
Chenoweth, Livingston, Barr, and 
Burton in Ken Starr’s crusade that 
led to their entirely warranted expo- 
sure as sexual hypocrites. 

Although it took place too late for 
Shepard’s deadline, the NBC Dateline 
interview with Juanita Broaddrick is a 
far better illustration of the dangers 
Shepard warns about. 

Broaddrick’s claim that Clinton vio- 
lently raped her in 1978 is believable 
and credible, and parts of her story 
check out. But, ultimately, it can’t be 
proven. Would Dateline have gone 
with the story if Drudge hadn’t in- 
flamed protest among those who be- 
li¢ved NBC had quashed it? Or if the 
rabidly anti-Clinton editorial page of 
the Wall Street Journal hadn’t attacked 
the network for not running it? 

Indeed, the Broaddrick story is far 
more precedent-setting than anything 
surrounding the year-long Lewinsky 
drama. Drudge’s and Flynt’s peripheral 
roles aside, the Lewinsky affair was 
driven by an actual government investi- 
gation followed by impeachment and 
trial. By contrast, in the Broaddrick 
case, the media were off entirely on 
their own. 

Worse, it is hypocrisy worthy of 
home-wrecker Henry Hyde for Wash- 
ington Post executive editor Leonard 
Downie to boast piously to Shepard 
about the Post’s refusal to run a story 
during the 1996 campaign concerning 
an old affair of Bob Dole’s. Other than 
NBC, the Post was the only legitimate 
news organization to report extensively 
on Broaddrick’s charges. 

With an editor such as Len Downie 
in charge, it seems redundant to worry 
about Larry Flynt. C2]

In your face

EPH CONNIFF IS A FORCE to be reckoned with. 

At 6’ 2” with a shoulder span nearly as wide as he is long, the 26-year-old Springfield 
forklift operator is an intimidating presence despite his boyishly freckled face. 

And Conniff, who has a white mother and a black father, is used to seeing his mixed eth- 
nicity draw stares and even hostility. So when the long-haired white guy came toward him 
that day at Gold’s Gym in 1996, walking slowly and rolling up his sleeve, Conniff was pre- 
pared for what he calls yet another “racial occurrence.” 

But this time it wasn’t his race that had drawn the other guy’s attention. See, Mike Ficar- 
ra, a slim but sturdy musician type with shoulder-length black hair, an even blacker goatee, 
and handsomely chiseled features, has been a die-hard Oakland Raiders fan “since birth,” 
he says. And when he spotted Conniff's Oakland cap, he had to approach him. 

“I didn’t know what to think,” says Conniff, who chuckles now at the memory. “He 
didn’t say anything at first — he just held his shoulder out to me and I saw his Raiders tat- 
too. And we've been talking ever since.” 

That discovery marked the beginning of a solid friendship. The two men found they had 
so much in common it was scary, says Conniff. For example, Ficarra worked as a physical 
therapist at a nursing home; Conniff was also studying to become a physical therapist. But 
even more important, both hated racism, and they came up with a unique way to get their 
message out. 

In November 1994, a friend of Conniff's had made him a T-shirt that said FUCK RACISM. 
Shortly after, Conniff started playing around with the language techniques he’d learned to 
help overcome his dyslexia in grade school and came up with EFAR (pronounced “F.R.”), 
short for F.U.C.K. Racism; the first word is an acronym that stands for “Find Unity Cap- 


ture Knowledge.” In January 1997, Conniff and Ficarra took their new philosophy to the

Fear and loathing

HEN THE BULLET-riddled bodies of Daniel Shersty and Lin “Spit” Newborn were 

found on the rocky plain northwest of Las Vegas over the Fourth of July weekend last 
year, law-enforcement authorities weren't immediately sure what had provoked a double 
murder in the desert. 

In the days that followed, however, police got some clues. Shersty and Newborn, they 
learned, were active in Vegas’s underground punk-rock scene and shared a passionate dis- 
dain for the neo-Nazi skinheads who occasionally crashed local concerts and parties. Both 
men also had ties to the city’s newly formed chapter of Anti-Racist Action (ARA), a national 
organization dedicated to crushing hate groups around the country. 

In short, both Shersty and Newborn might have been expected to have enemies. So two 
months later, when police arrested a reputed Vegas skinhead, John Edward “Polar Bear” 
Butler, and charged him with both murders, it merely reinforced what many had suspected 
for some time: that Shersty and Newborn had been killed in retaliation for taking a strong 
stance against racism. 

To some, this twin killing in the Las Vegas desert was nothing less than the first murder 
of American civil-rights activists in more than 20 years. Even those who had never heard of 
Shersty and Newborn were shocked. Many observers had previously regarded battles be- 
tween skinheads and anti-racists as little more than harmless suburban skirmishes. 

To activists around the country, however, the Las Vegas murders were an unsettling re- 
minder that taking a public stand against hatred is potentially dangerous, even deadly. “It 
woke a lot of people up to the fact that we have become targets,” says Jerry Bellow, a volun- 
teer at Anti-Racist Action’s headquarters in Columbus, Ohio. “[Neo-Nazis] saw these guys 
as a threat to what they were doing.” 

But many people had never heard of groups like Anti-Racist Action until the Vegas mur-

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streets of Springfield, incorporating the slo- 
gan into a line of hats, T-shirts, and sweat- 
shirts. And in a little more than a year, their 
two-man movement has infiltrated schools, 
television, and the local rock scene. Now, 

they want to move beyond Western Massa- 
chusetts and bring their message to Boston. 


T WAS as children that both men first en- 

countered racism. For Ficarra, it was hear- 
ing his grandmother call a stranger a “nig- 
ger” when he was six. And for Conniff, it 
was being the target of the same slur at the 
age of seven. “My mom is Irish, and since I 
was five she prepared me for the harsh reali- 
ty that I was going to be the target of racism 
because of my mixed background,” explains 
Conniff. “I guess as I grew older and real- 
ized things — like I couldn’t meet my girl- 
friend’s family, or | couldn’t go into certain 
neighborhoods, both black and white — I 
realized I had to do something to change the 
way people saw me.” 

“Why fight over the wrapping paper when 
the truth is, you may like what’s inside the 
package?” says Ficarra, 29, expressing 
EFAR’s philosophy of open-mindedness and 
acceptance. But these guys are not about 
linking arms and singing “We Shall Over- 
come.” People who’ve experienced racism 
don’t have to turn the other cheek, Ficarra 
says. “It’s okay to say, ‘Yeah, I’m Hispanic 
and I’m proud, so quit fuckin’ looking at me 
that way.’ ” 

In fact, the days of passive resistance are 
over, the two friends believe. Ficarra argues 
that kids today lean toward aggressive 
modes of expression, so government-spon- 
sored campaigns against bigotry will fall on 
deaf ears. “You can’t shelter kids anymore,” 
he says. “We are living in an age when peo- 
ple are beating each other up on shows like 
Jerry Springer, and when . . . violence such as 
the dragging death of James Byrd Jr. is put 
out there for even the smallest children to 
see.” 

“It’s just leveling the playing field,” Ficarra 
says of EFAR’s tactics. “I don’t condone vio- 
lence. But the KKK has their symbols and lo- 
gos, and now the anti-racists do too — just 
as harsh, just as in-your-face, but with a real 
message.” 

In-your-face is right. One EFAR T-shirt 
features a bathroom scene, with a urinal 
standing beside a water bubbler. On the wall, 
a Sign reads RACISTS, PLEASE USE OTHER 
FOUNTAIN — and an arrow points to the uri- 
nal. An “Endangered Species” T-shirt por- 
trays a hooded Klansman alongside bald ea- 
gles and California condors. Scheduled to 
appear soon is a shirt that depicts a group of 
Native Americans standing at the bow of a 
ship as Christopher Columbus, bound and 
gagged, stands at the edge of the plank at 
spearpoint. That message, says Ficarra, 
comes from information that he learned 
from a history professor. 

“Do you know that this man [Columbus] 
not only raped and assaulted Native Ameri- 
can women, but it is believed that he 
chopped the arms off children to test the 
sharpness of his sword?” asks Ficarra, who 
has received hate mail and death threats 
since he teamed up with Conniff. “It pisses 
me off that we glorify white historic figures 
who probably weren't worthy of the honor 
and fail to teach kids in school about impor- 
tant minorities. | mean, Lincoln is held up in 
high honors for freeing slaves when he didn’t 
want to free them. Meanwhile, people like 
Rosa Parks get a sentence in a history text. 
It’s bullshit.” 

That’s part of the reason Conniff and 
Ficarra want to bring their message direct- 
ly into the schools. They’ve contacted high 
schools and colleges throughout Western 

Massachusetts and eastern Connecticut, 
asking for a chance to speak to students or 
at least set up tables for their clothing and 
literature. 

They haven’t always been well received. 
Horizons, a public high school for troubled 
kids in Chicopee, initially seemed like a 
promising forum for EFAR; it has its fair 





share of white suburban skinheads with 
KKK patches and swastika tattoos, and a 
teacher there had approached Conniff to ask 
if he and Ficarra would speak. This was the 
ideal group to “scare straight,” Conniff ex- 
plains: “They are young, confused, and ex- 
tremely impressionable. We could let them 
see that we, too, have a message, and it bet- 
ter not be fucked with.” But the school’s ad- 
ministration would not allow them to ad- 
dress students, complaining that they were 
“too political.” 

And in central Connecticut, the NAACP 
quashed their plans to speak at several 
schools. “They weren’t only unreceptive, 
they were downright defiant,” Conniff says. 
“This time we were told that unless we have 
a larger organization that sponsors us as a 
‘legitimate’ anti-racism group, we weren't 
welcome.” 

Still, the two have spoken at several high 
schools and set up booths at a few colleges, 
and students have been very receptive, re- 
questing clothing for friends and asking for

additional information. And they’ve madc 
other inroads as well. More than a dozen 
Western Massachusetts stores carry their 
clothing line, and Channel 5 in Connecticut 
will soon promote the two on an upcoming 
episode of a weekly show called Smart Talk, 
which is produced by Catholic priests. “The 
clergy told us that this cause was given to us 
as a reason, and that we have a responsibility 
to see it through,” says Ficarra. “Even reli- 
gious figures are starting to realize that ‘Give 
peace a chance’ and ‘Mean people suck’ just 
doesn’t cut it anymore. ‘Fuck you and fuck 
racism’ is our way of saying zero tolerance is 
the only answer.” 

EFAR has also decided to sponsor an 
all-black national softball team (Ficarra 
and an EFAR supporter are the only white 
members) that will travel nationally to pro- 
mote the group and raise money for future 
endeavors. 

And perhaps most important of all, the 
group has won the support of more than a 
dozen local hardcore rock groups. The band 
Almost Speechless, for example, signed on 
when Ficarra went into the Holyoke clothing 
store Hot Topics and asked front man Gabe 
Lopez, who works there, whether EFAR 
could sell its clothes through the store. “We 
don’t say much when we perform, but we 
decided to wear EFAR T-shirts and promote 
our fans to do the same,” Lopez says. 

In May, EFAR will release a compilation

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ders, and that’s not surprising. Although it is 
one of the nation’s fastest-growing anti-hate 
groups — its national mailing list now ex- 
ceeds 35,000 people — ARA has traditional- 
ly shunned the mainstream. It operates with- 
out major publicity or financial support, sur- 
viving through the underground networks of 
the Internet and the punk-rock scene, fueled 
by plenty of young, energetic support. 

“We believe that the only way racism is 
gonna get smashed is by doing it ourselves!!” 
proclaims an introduction to the Web site of 
Minneapolis ARA (http://www.geocities.com/ 
CapitolHill/ Lobby/2853/), the nation’s first 
chapter. “So we’re not about relying on the 
courts or the cops. Don’t let our name fool 
ya — we're also anti-sexist and pro-queer. 
So check out our shit and if you dig it, then 
get in touch.” 

It’s not exactly ready for prime time, but 
even without mainstream support, Anti- 
Racist Action has emerged as a player on the 
national anti-hate stage. “ARA has grown a 
lot in the past few years,” says Mark Potok 
of the Southern Poverty Law Center, a 
Montgomery, Alabama—based organization 
that monitors hate groups nationally. 
“They've got something like 100 chapters, 
and that’s pretty remarkable.” 

ARA has been around since the mid-’80s, 
when hardcore fans, frustrated with brawl- 
happy neo-Nazi skinheads who were poison- 
ing the scene, decided to fight back with an 
organization of their own. Though some of 
its members are skinheads themselves — in 
fact, some identify themselves as “Sharps,” 
short for Skinheads Against Racial Prejudice 
— Jerry Bellow says ARA is now less than 
10 percent skins. There are punk ARA mem- 
bers, goth members, fans of heavy metal and 
ska. There are even ARA members with a 
few Dave Matthews Band CDs stashed in 
their bedrooms. 

Music has provided a constant backdrop 
to ARA and to the underground anti-racist 
movement in general. This summer wit- 
nessed the first-ever Ska Against Racism 
tour, a North American jaunt featuring 
bands including the Toasters, Mustard Plug, 
and Kemuri. And earlier this year, Attitude 
and Asian Man Records released the Anti- 
Racist Action Benefit CD, including perfor- 
mances by Veil, Fahrenheit 451, Jello Biafra, 
and Boston’s own Mighty Mighty Bosstones. 

“I think the ARA is outstanding,” says 
Margo Tiffen, the associate editor of Rude 
International, a Cambridge-based music- 
and-culture ’zine founded by Bosstones sax- 
ophonist Tim Burton. “The newsletter they 
put out is incredibly informative, and they 
really do circulate a lot of information [about 
hate groups] to kids.” 

There were already as many as 20 ARA 
chapters on the West Coast in the late 
1980s, but the organization has grown dra- 


matically during the latter half of this decade. 
(New England remains a weak spot for ARA 
activity despite the region’s solid 
hardcore/punk music scene, says Columbus 
ARA’s Bellow, citing the relatively small 
number of hate groups in the region. It’s 
places like the Midwest and Ontario — both 
areas fraught with hate groups — where . 
ARA is the strongest, he says.) Retooled in 
1994 to focus less on music and more on 
politics, ARA regularly assembles gatherings 
of underground-scene anti-hate activists in 
the US, and it closely monitors neo-Nazi 
and Ku Klux Klan activity in its chapter ar- 
eas. An ARA conference held in Columbus, 
Ohio, attracted more than 1000 activists; 
next year, the conference will move to Chica- 
go to accommodate an even larger crowd. 

“Apathy is a myth in our generation,” says 
Bellow. “Unlike previous generations, it 
doesn’t take a war to get us on the move.” 

But though ARA may be dedicated to 
action, it’s far from a traditional anti- 
racism organization. It loathes the politi- 
cally correct, eschewing the pragmatic 
passive-resistance approaches favored by 
groups like the NAACP and the Anti- 
Defamation League in favor of anger and 
an occasionally twisted sense of humor. 
The Las Vegas ARA Web site 
(http://www.geocities.com/ 
SiliconValley/5826/), for example, fea- 
tures a graphic of a man in red shorts uri- 
nating on a swastika. 

Put simply, ARA’s brand of civil-rights ac- 
tivism is not the lunch-counter sit-in kind. 
“It gets the goods,” says Bellow. “Our rallics 
are a lot more effective than nonconfronta- 
tional tactics in stopping and checking the 
growth of white-supremacist groups. 

ARA stands apart, too, in its antipathy to- 
ward police. One of the group’s most promi- 
nent side projects is “Copwatch,” in which 
members monitor police procedures and in- 
cidents of brutality and harassment. And the 
main ARA site (www.aranet.org) has a link 
for both neo-Nazis and police to click on; 
when they do, the screen displays an illustra- 
tion of Adolf Hitler with a gun in his mouth 
and the inscription FOLLOW YOUR LEADER. 

Bellow believes that hate groups on soci- 
ety’s fringes should not be considered in iso- 
lation from the racism found in social insti- 
tutions such as law enforcement. “You can't 
be fighting against one and ignoring the oth- 
er,” he says. “Especially with the number of 
white supremacists infiltrating police depart- 
ments, notably Los Angeles’s.” 

Not surprisingly, talk like that has led 
more-mainstream anti-racist organizations 
to distance themselves from the youthful 
group. Some critics charge that groups 
like ARA are muddying their message in 
their zeal to fight racism. The Southern 
Poverty Law Center’s Potok, for example, 
says that occasional outbursts of violence 
by ARA members — particularly anti- 




















racist skins — have undermined the 
group’s positive strides. 

“I think anti-racist skinheads are essen- 
tially a good thing,” says Potok. “The criti- 
cism is that they share a certain violent street 
culture with racist skins. . . . | don’t think it 
helps the world much to smash beer bottles 
over anyone’s heads, even if it’s a [neo- 
Nazi's] head.” 

David Goldman, who operates 
Hatewatch.org, a Cambridge-based monitor 
of racist Internet sites, agrees. Worse, he 
says, their anger plays straight into the 
hands of hate groups, which tend to be des- 
perate for any kind of attention. 

“While | applaud their activism in pursuit 
of noble ends, I do take issue with that sort 
of in-your-face confrontation,” says Gold- 
man. 
draw away from the issue at hand, which is 
the rise or spread of some type of bigotry or 
intolerance.” 

Tiffen, however, thinks ARA’s provocative 
rep is overblown. “They are not irresponsi- 
ble kids running off and beating up Nazis,” 
she says. Rather, she sees ARA’s free-for-all 
spirit as mirroring the “do-it-yourself” ethic 
found in the underground punk scene. 

“It’s like they’re saying, “We just don’t 
think you’re fast enough. We think you’re 
too involved with red tape. We don’t have 
to be involved in the bureaucracy and wait 
for someone to wave a flag and say it’s 

okay to do something,’ ” Tiffen says. 
“[They’re] just going to go outside the 
system and do it on their own.” 
ARA’s Bellow, too, is unfazed by the crit-

icism from mainstream anti-hate groups. 
“We have a right to defend ourselves,” he 
says of the organization’s confrontational 
spirit, and he points to the organization's 
growth as proof that its message resonates 
with younger people. “ARA exists and suc- 
ceeds because there is a vacuum created by 
the abject failure of other [anti-hate] 
groups,” he says. “If they were right and 
we were wrong, we wouldn't exist.” 

And Bellow says that ARA is getting more 
sophisticated with its communications — 
not just on the Internet, but with e-mail and 
pagers and cell phones and plans to unveil a 
more formal newsletter in the coming year. 
The idea, he says, is to give ARA a more 
centralized “official voice.” 

Though skirmishes between neo-Nazis 
and anti-racist skins had occasionally es- 
calated into serious violence, there’s little 
question that the murders in Vegas this 
summer stunned ARA members. In the af- 
termath, it would have been understand- 
able for some to flee the group, fearing for 
their lives. But ARA Vegas stood strong; 
an August 29 rally for Shersty and New- 
born attracted several hundred ARA mem- 
bers from around the country. 

In fact, the murders have served to rein- 
force ARA’s mission, Bellow says. And now, 
he expects the group to continue to grow 
throughout the country. 

“All of America has a problem with race,” 
Bellow says. a

spread the word. Mayes is also keen on the 
idea of piquing kids’ interest by developing a

“We've acknowledged for a long time that 
preaching ‘Be nice to each other’ falls on 
deaf ears in this day and age,” he says. “And 
a message like the one EFAR is spreading 
may be old in theory but is very new in 
methodology.” 

Those methods already seem to be paying 
off. “We walk down the street now and see 
our logo everywhere, on people from chil- 
dren to bikers to rednecks,” says Ficarra 
with a laugh. “Now, if that isn’t breaking 
down barriers, then | don’t know what is.” 

One day recently, for example, Ficarra cn 
tered another clothing store to peddle the 
group's message and noticed a man in tat 
tered jeans and a flannel shirt sitting behind 
the counter.

Y WIFE DRIVES a GMC Yukon, 


one of those oversize SUVs that 

have become the ultimate in 
chick cars. The Yukon is identical to the 
Chevy Tahoe in every respect, except for 
the nameplate. It has several interesting 
features, among them that the headlights 
come on as soon as you switch on the en- 
ginc. You can’t turn ‘cm off, cither. 

In mid-January, however, when Wu- 
Tang Clan’s OI’ Dirty Bastard and his 
cousin got in their Tahoc in Brooklyn and 
started to drive away from the studio 
where they'd been working late into a Fri- 
day night, they-were chased by four cops 
from an undercover “strect crime unit.” 
The cops said they noticed ODB's car be- 
cause he'd driven away without his head- 
lights on — which is, of course, some- 
thing only felons do. 

The cops turned on their lights and 
sirens, but ODB drove off anyway. I sus- 
pect that, having made some anti-cop 
records, he was not about to give any offi- 


cers of the law opportunitics on unprotcct- 


ed turf. And he was right to think that 
way, too. After a couple of blocks, ODB 


had to stop his Tahoe because of a double- 


parked car. At that point, two officers ap- 
proached his car and were shot at twice, 
according to statements made by the other 
two cops. The cops then shot at ODB’s 
car, and he somchow managed to mancu- 
ver his way to his aunt’s house, where he 

was arrested. ODB wound up spending 
the whole weckend and several days of the 
next weck in jail, while trying to raise 
$150,000 bail. 

He wasn’t released on bail, though. He 


was released because the cops dropped the 


charges when it turned out that neither 
ODB nor his cousin had a gun that night. 


So that makes two lics the cops told. Per- 
haps ODB was holding a cell phone. Since 
New York cops have gotten away with 
shooting a 14-ycar-old who was threaten- 
ing them with a candy bar, I’m sure that if 
they'd murdered ODB, they'd have gotten 
off with the usual wrist-slap. 

Less than a month later, a similar group 
of “street crime” cops murdered Amadou 
Diallo in his Bronx doorway, shooting at 
him 41 times because (apparently) he held 
a wallet and a beeper. 

Around the same time, the petty tyrants 
who rule New Jersey attempted to prevent 
Rage Against the Machine, the Beastic 
Boys, and Bad Religion from playing the 
Meadowlands arena in a benefit for Mu- 
mia Abu-Jamal. Abu-Jamal, a radio and 
print journalist, is on death row in Penn- 
sylvania for allegedly murdering a white 
Philadelphia cop in 1981. Thanks to a 
judge who apparently regards himself as a 
member of the police force and prosecu- 
tion team, there are substantial factual and 
procedural questions surrounding the 
case; Mumia supporters doubt whether 
Abu-Jamal, who was himself nearly shot to 
death during the incident, did or could 
have done the crime. (See “There's Some- 
thing About Mumia,” News, March 5.) 
Nevertheless, the government is deter- 
mined to end his life without the benefit of 
a new trial. 

The attacks on the bencfit concert came 
from New Jersey governor Christie Whit- 
man and the state police, whose officers 
were supposcd to provide “security” for 
the concert.

HEN THE FEDERAL Communications 
Commission (FCC) assigned me (and more 
than a million of my neighbors) a new area 
code, I felt as though I'd been displaced. 

We had a whole ycar to adjust. For 12 months, you 
could dial using the old area code and still get through. 
After that, you were out of luck. The FCC called it “a 
permissive dialing period,” which sounded like a mem- 
oirist’s description of an addiction to phone sex. 

Calling outside the region, I'd keep getting the same 
response: “Where is that you're calling from?” In the 
beginning, when I'd say where I was, I'd get a suspi- 
cious “Uh-huh,” as if | were really just a metropolitan- 
areca wanna-be. Later, though, as the ranks of the tele- 
phonically displaced swelled, it changed to an empathic 
sigh: “You, too?” 

You, too, indeed. Since 1995, the FCC has minted 
almost 80 new area codes. In the previous 33 years, it 
introduced just 15. The most commonly cited reason for 
the code boom is the exponential increase in cell phones, 
pagers, faxes, and modems, with households typically 
commanding from two to five phone numbers to accom- 
modate their new communications demands. Seen from 
that viewpoint, the area-code boom tells the story of mass 
consumerism in Amcrica. 





It would be a nifty little indicator — if only it were true. 
The real reason for the boom, according to the 
International Communications Association, has more to 
do with the way the FCC allocates numbers to new phone 
carriers. Each time a telephone company enters the mar- 
ket, it orders phone numbers, which, because of FCC reg- 
ulations, come in blocks of 10,000. To date, about 1.7 bil- 
lion numbers have been stockpiled. Only 250 million are 
actually in usc. We're suffering from artificial scarcity. And 
consumer groups are now trying to stem the tide of area 
codes by changing FCC rules. 

This system explains why the United States is fighting 
the Code War almost by itself. Other countries have 
made changes on a much smaller scale. London divided 
against itself by splitting into two codes. France, which 
used to have one code for Paris and one for the rest of 
the country, added two more codes in 1996. They also 
added an eighth digit to phone numbers, while places 
such as Israel and South Africa added a seventh digit. 
Seven digits seems to be the threshold for any country 
aspiring to Industrial Nation status. The US has raised 
the bar — many in-state calls now require a 10-digit 
phone number (including the area code) where before 
only seven digits were necded. As ever smaller area-code 
blocks continue to be created, some experts predict 12- 
digit numbers by 2010. 


E DIDN'T really pay much attention to area codes 

before they mutated and spread like an inconve- 
nient virus. The numbers, though, revealed some things. 
Onc of people’s worst fears about living in a technologi- 
cal era was that they'd be reduced to a number. It’s 
turned out that, at Icast in the case of arca codes, num- 
bers didn’t depersonalize people but actually gave them 
an identity and a sense of place. Chicago was 312; San 
Francisco, 415; Boston, 617. 

The new codes upset the geo-numerical permanence 
— an American version of the breakup of the Soviet 
Union. Instead of satellite republics with unpronounce- 
able names, we have a chaotic crush of numbers that has 
made long-distance phone calls almost as abstract as

cyberspace. You just can’t picture where the person is. 

The change brought out in stark relief a class-like hierar- 
chy among codes. Companies began paying a premium to 
keep a prestigious code. Suburbanites began to fight for 
their arca codes. Belmont, a moncyed suburb whose resi- 
dents pride themselves on saying they live “just outside of 
Boston,” lost its collective mind when the phone company 
threatened to switch the town from the urbane 617 to the 
backwoods 781. Local politicians condemned the change, 
and Belmont eventually got to keep its tony arca code. 
Arlington, just next door, had Iess clout and is now in 781. 

Nationally, the Big . .pple’s 212 was — and is — the 
top of the heap. It was something to aspirc to, not just a 
number but an image. Now, with the threat of 646 
looming, New Yorkers (that is, people from Manhattan) 
are clinging to it. Indeed, fragrance designer Carolina 
Herrera named her new perfume 212. 

Although the phobia is as yet unnamed, there is clearly 
a fear of area-code change. Seinfeld’s Elaine Benes had 
it bad: assigned 646, she contemplated killing the 
installer. And the new area codes actually did present a 
real-life danger. When the tide of codes started in 1995, 
many institutional phone systems — including those of 
numerous hospitals — found that their phone-switching 
equipment couldn’t put through calls to the new arca 
codes. The equipment didn’t recognize 
the new codes because of their middle 
integers. 

That middle integer uscd to be cither a 
one or a zero, a standard format. The 
new-gencration codecs, like rebellious 
teens, do not conform to tradition. Some, 
like north-of-Chicago’s 847, sound more 
like a new gencration of jet. Others, like 
North Carolina’s 336, look like the begin- 
ning of someone’s phone number. It’s as 
though any trio of numbers can show up 
at your door and declare themselves an 
area code. It’s a numeric free-for-all. 

Quite a few upstart codes have 
quickly managed to establish them- 
selves as prestigious. Or, to put it 
another way, the old code has found 
itsclf stripped of status. Los Angcles’s 
213, for example, now has the lowest 
median income of any codec in the 
country, according to American Demographics maga- 
zine. The spin-offs, in contrast, cover hoity-toity 
Beverly Hills (310) and posh Orange County (714 and 
949). This is not an isolated casc, cither. Of the 20 
wealthiest US communities, 17 have new codes. 

Not all Californians fecl so fortunate. Some Chinese 
were upset when they got bumped from 818 to 626. In 
Chinese culture, the number 8 represents good fortune, 
while 6 is a bad-luck number. 





OR MANY states that once had a single area code, 
the change is radical. 

Colorado was scheduled to be fractured like a big 
pane of glass, with Denver International Airport having 
a separate code from Denver itsclf. In reaction, the state 
commissioned polls and held hearings where people 
spoke of the competitive advantages and psychological 
consequences of new codes. 

Until now, it was not at all obvious that area codes 
promoted a sense of community. Some people, though, 
believe that new codecs will Icad to cmotional fissures. 
Addressing the issue of western Pennsylvania's split 
between 412 and 724, Daniel J. Whelan, the chief exec- 
utive of Bell Atlantic—Pennsylvania Inc., told the 
Pittsburgh Post-Gazette last year, “There are going to be 
communities . . . that are going to be divided.” 

Starting next year, some placcs will have an “overlay” 
system, meaning that new codes will be grafted onto cxist- 
ing ones. If you order new services, you could end up with 
separate codes within your own house. They may have to 
replace the term area code itsclf, since the original concept 
wasn't meant to refer to areas within a person's house. 

Eventually people will adjust — perhaps we'll even look 
back on the quaint days when “local” phone numbers had 
seven digits and a code designated a place. Meanwhile, 
though, some will panic. As they hyperventilate, Ict’s hope 
one trio of numbers is still reliable — 911. 8

| After consulting with the veterinary section of the Straight Dope 
Science Advisory Board, we found a diversity of opinion on this 
topic, which may be summarized as follows: (1) Dogs do so get 
frostbite on their fect; (2) They do not, so there. Once again, it 
seems, we've got our work cut out for us. 

Heading up the do-not camp is Stuart Nelson Jr., head veteri- 

| narian for the famous Iditarod dogsled race currently under way in 
Alaska. This 1100-mile event lasts two weeks and features several 
dozen dog teams and their mushers racing from Anchorage to 

| Nome in some of the most grucling conditions imaginable. The 

temperature falls to 40 below (at which point, | might note, it real- 

ly doesn’t matter whether it’s Fahrenheit or Celsius). Dr. Nelson 

| says he’s seen lots of frostbitten canine parts, including the nip- 

ples, uvula, and prepuce — no wonder the Iditarod has becn con- 

demned by animal-rights groups. 

But he’s never scen any frostbitten fect. He thinks this may result 
from some peculiarity of the canine circulatory system. When people 
are exposed to extreme cold, vasoconstriction in the extremities 
reduces the flow of blood there, helping reduce heat loss and main- 
tain the body’s core temperature. Maybe this doesn’t happen with 
dogs. Or maybe they just have more blood vessels down there. 
Whatever the case, it’s not something peculiar to sled dogs. The doc 
says he’s never sccn frostbitten dog fect in private practice, cither. 
He sees this as a survival mechanism: if a dog can’t move, it dies. 

Other vets doubt that dogs enjoy any special protection, though 
they do concede that frostbitten paws are rarc. A 1975 vetcrinary 
account of the Iditarod, written before Dr. Nelson’s time, men- 
tions a few cases, but these occurred because bootics intended to 
| protect dogs with paw blisters were ticd too tight. Rescarchers 
have induced frostbitten paws in the lab to learn more about 
human frostbite, suggesting that there’s no great difference 
between us and the pups, circulation-wisc. Onc vet belicves dogs 
are protected by the thick epithelial pads on the bottoms of their 
feet, their somewhat higher body temperature (100 to 102.5 
degrees Fahrenhcit), their thick fur (remember that the frostbitten 
areas noted by Nelson were hairless), and their practice of curling 
their paws next to their bodics when slccping. 

| doubt we need to look for an explanation any more exotic than 
that. Dogs don’t wear clothes, either, but they withstand condi- 
tions that would kill you or me. 





For years I've heard that nickel-cadmium batteries that are not 
fully discharged will “develop a memory” upon recharging, and that 
if they are only partially used each time before recharging, eventually 
the full capacity of the battery will not be available. Is this true?

It’s a myth, bud, though one with a basis in fact. Many years 
ago in the space program, it was discovered that a computer-mon- 
itored nicad battery repeatedly discharged to exactly 25 percent 
capacity did develop “memory” — eventually a quarter of its 
charge became permancntly unavailable. But this kind of thing scl- 
dom, if ever, occurs in earthbound applications. More commonly 
one sees a condition that mimics true memory, called voltage 
depression. In some overcharged battcrics, the available voltage 
may drop partway through the discharge cycle, fooling a low-bat- 
tery monitor (on a laptop computer, say) into indicating that the 
battery is low. But there’s still plenty of good juice left. 

Fully discharging a single nicad ccll (c.g., a flashlight battery) is 











usually harmless and may sometimes be desirable. But fully dis- 
charging a truc nicad battery — that is, a scrics of cclls wired 
together, which you typically find in your higher-voltage devices — 
is definitely a bad idea. One cell may become fully discharged, but 
the remaining cclls will continuc to force current through it, caus- 
ing permanent damage. So the best advice is, don’t fully discharge , 
your nicad batteries, and don’t overcharge them, either. %

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OOKING FOR A rare Leadbelly 
L album, or some underground 

hip-hop? Maybe you'd like to 
check out the latest seven-inch record 
from Jamaica. If you’re a music fan, 
you know the big chains will get you 
only so far. Eventually, you'll need to 
hit an indie store. 

Boston is rich in small record stores, and 
if you're like many music fans, you 
already shop in stores along the Green 
Line between the Back Bay and Allston 
(see “Indie Central,” page 7). But stop 
there and you'll be missing something. 
The neighborhoods you can’t walk to 
from the Green Line — Jamaica Plain, 
Roxbury, Dorchester, Mattapan, and 
Roslindale — house a whole network of 
small, quirky mom-and-pop record stores 
that specialize not just in indie rock and 
jazz, but also in hard-to-find music from 
other genres: Latin, hip-hop, R&B, 
reggae, and Calypso. 

These stores offer more than just rare 
tracks. Walk into Hi-Fi Records in Jamaica 
Plain, or Beehive Culture in Dorchester, 
and you get an immediate sense for the 
local community — its culture, its rhythm, 
even its language. In Dorchester and JP, 
local record stores link Caribbean and 
Latin American immigrants (and their 
kids) to their cultural heritage. In Roxbury 
and Mattapan, indie hip-hop stores are 
the real frontlines of rap, where the 
underground breaks into the 
mainstream. 

So let the following serve as a guide 
for not only the record hunter, but also 
for the urban adventurer. Some stores 
keep erratic hours, so be sure to call 
ahead before visiting.

If you’re in Boston and you’re looking for Latin culture, then Jamaica Plain is the place 
to be. JP is home to the largest Latino community in the city, and the neighborhood is full 
of Mexican restaurants, Cuban diners, and Latin American record stores. One of the 
most popular is Franklin’s CDs, a small shop that bustles with neighborhood gossip. “We 
have Mexican music, Central American music, Dominican, Puerto Rican — basically any 
Latin American music,” says Vanessa Cabral (left), daughter of the owner. Musical styles 
range from the upbeat merengue of the Dominican Republic to the romantic boleros of 
Mexico and South America. The Cabrals maintain a broad stock to appeal to the diverse 
elements of JP’s Latino population, and occasionally their collection draws customers 
from outside the neighborhood, too. “A whole bunch of famous people come in to buy,” 
says Cabral. “Major League baseball players — Latin American, Dominican. We have 
Manny Ramirez, Pedro Martinez, and his brother coming in all the time.” 

Not bad. Now if only they had hooked Mo Vaughn... .

opens a record store featuring blues, soul, and gospel music. Now, some 40 years later, 
Skippy White owns three stores: one in Jamaica Plain, one in Central Square, and one 
in Providence, Rhode Island. White still sells the blues, soul, and gospel that sustained 
his store through the ’60s and ’70s, but he also stocks a large collection of modern 
hip-hop and R&B music. White says it’s the depth of his collection that sets him apart. 
“For instance, we just got a double CD in by Shep and the Limelights,” he says, refer- 
ring to a popular R&B group from the ’60s. “The thing is, most of the material by 
Shep and the Limelights has been either unavailable or not very extensively available. 
Now here comes a double CD with 44 songs, literally everything ever recorded by Shep 
and the Limelights. Well, it’s an import, it came in from Germany, but that’s the type 
of thing I go looking for.”

Asked what makes her store unique, Deb Klein (above) gives a two-word answer: “The 
kitsch.” It’s difficult to argue. After all, the name is kitschy, the sign is kitschy, the lounge 
is kitschy, the vintage clothing and furniture are kitschy, and the clocks that hang on the 
walls, featuring such artists as the Monkees, Quiet Riot, and Vampyros Lesbos, are — you 
guessed it — kitschy. This theme is reflected in some of the record stock (if you’re look- 
ing for that old Marlene Dietrich record, Hi-Fi has it), but Klein also sells a broad mish- 
mash of blues, folk, indie rock, and local music. And, if you show up on the right day, you 
might catch an in-store performance by a local artist. Recent performers have included 
Fuzzy, the Shods, and the Gravel Pit. This Saturday, March 13, look for an appearance by 


Erin Hope of Love Whip.

“When we first started out, we had country-western, R&B, hip-hop, rap, Calypso, reg- 
gae, Caribbean jazz, and steel pan,” says Forster Henry (below), owner of Laxton 
Records. “But the market for American music is so competitive, so we just decided to spe- 
cialize in Caribbean music, and it took off.” Now Laxton has a customer base of more 
than 2000 people, both walk-in and mail order. “There’s a huge, huge Caribbean popula- 
tion in Boston,” Henry explains; he sells both recorded music and tickets to live shows, 
which he acquires through his work as a promoter. The most recent show Henry promot- 
ed was a Legends of Calypso show at the Strand Theatre in Dorchester, featuring artists 
like Composer, Lord Brigo, Mighty Power, and Lord Funny — “the guys who are respon- 
sible for writing some of the major hit Calypso of the 50s and 60s.” And this year, Henry 
will promote a Caribbean showcase at the Wang Center, featuring Marcia Griffiths, Bunny 
Wailer, and Arrow of “Hot, Hot, Hot” fame.

some blues.” Featured artists include bluesmen B.B. King and Otis Rush.

... don’t really try to give them assistance 
along the way,” he says. “But whatever product 
they may have, I welcome them to bring it to 
me and I try to do the best I can with it in the 
store.”

And, like hip-hop, dance-hall reggac provides the driving, up- 
tempo soundtrack for a mythic world of sex, celebration, and urban conflict. 
But there is one crucial difference: dance-hall reggae is a bit scarce, at least in 
Boston. So if you're looking for the music of modern artists like Buccancer or 
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Tanto Metro, or for the work of their predecessors — such as Nooks or 
Boothe — you may want to check out Gemini Records. But be careful — a 
short visit to Gemini can casily turn into a long onc. “We try to keep a buddy 
rclationship with the people,” says Vaughn Lee (right), a co-owner of Gemini.

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On any given Sunday morning, Empire Garden bustles at full throttle: crumpled nap- 
kins and paper drinking-straw sleeves clutter the carpet, and along the walls, strategi- 
cally placed men in ill-fitting tuxedos stand watch over the 700-seat dining room (it 
used to be a theater), monitoring the carefully orchestrated chaos. Dim sum is a Chi- 
nese brunch delicacy that consists of small tastes of different foods chosen from a cart; 
as soon as you're seated, the carts begin their drive-by service, one after another. On 
the morning we visited, the vast majority of the patrons were Asian, and there wasn’t 
much English spoken, by customers or servers. Often “chicken” or “pork” is all the 
description you'll get (if you’re in doubt, ask for a quick peek at the dish). This is how 
we ended up with chicken feet, which, once you get over their cartilaginous texture, 
are actually quite tasty. Other nods went to many of the shrimp offerings, including 
shumai (dumplings stuffed with shrimp paste and cilantro) and the delicious 
tart/sweet combination of green peppers stuffed with shrimp. Pork rice wrapped in 
tea-soaked lotus leaves was also a good choice. For dessert we loved the roll-like pas- 
try made from bean paste and topped with a sticky, sugary glaze. Although Empire 
Garden doesn’t have the most extensive dim sum selection in Chinatown, the quality is 
always high, and it doesn’t get more authentic than this. 

Expect to pay between $1.95 and $4.50 per item. A meal card on your table keeps 
a running tally as you choose dishes, but don’t expect to know how much anything 
costs while you’re eating it — unless you read Chinese.

This spare, stylish bistro on the Com- 
mon showcases her effusive approach 
to foresty Continental ingredients like 
chestnuts, fresh pasta, and foie gras 
Pricey, but you can sit at the bar and or- 
der Belgian beer and a memorable 
mushroom flatbread pizza. 


CHARLESTOWN 

FIGS, 67 Main St., Charlestown, 242- 
2229. $10-$18. From the people who 
brought you Olives, an extraordinary 
pizza parlor. Outstanding thin-crust piz- 
zas lavishly topped with fresh ingredi- 
ents. Try the bianco (topped with fresh 
arugula and tomatoes). The tiramisu 
may be the best in town. BR 

OLIVES, 10 City Square, Boston, 242- 
1999. $15-$29. Fairly expensive, and 
expect a long wait unless you're a 
celebrity. But worth every cent and 
minute. The pan-Mediterranean cuisine 
here is served with a shot of pure ge- 
nius, making it one of Boston's best 
(and most sophisticated) eateries. The 
dishes — from the classic Olives tart to 
the “falling chocolate cake” — are so in- 
spired it’s hard to believe they're not 
classics. 


CHINATOWN 

BLUE DINER, 150 Kneeland St. (South 
Station), 695-0087. $7-$15. Not quite a 
diner, not even very blue, this is still the 
best place to go for a serious meal at 3 
a.m. The all-night hours, the barbecue 
menu, and the cool bar in back called 
the Art Zone draw everyone from cops 
to clubbers. BR From 11:30 p.m. Fri. to 
4 p.m. Sat., and from 11:30 p.m. Sat. 
until 4 p.m. Sun. 

BUDDHA'S DELIGHT, 5 Beach St., 
Boston, 451-2395. $4-$10. Chinese and 
Vietnamese Buddhist-temple cuisine, 
Strictly vegan (except for condensed 
milk in some drinks) imitations of your 
favorite shrimp, pork, and egg dishes. 
I've seen better visual work in this tradi- 
tion, but it didn't taste as good as the 
best here: spring rolls, summer rolls, 
nam vang noodle soup, hot-and-sour 
soup, moo shi, Lake Tung-ting “shrimp,” 
and anything spicy or with lemongrass. 
Good coffee. Weird desserts. 

PENANG, 685-681 Washington St., 
Boston, 451-6372. $5-$17. If you've 
been hesitating about Malaysian food, 
hesitate no more. Penang is as much 
fun as the old Trader Vic's, and has 
much more interesting food. The 
sharpest flavors are in the roti canai ap- 
petizer, as well as familiar morsels like 
the Penang popia and chicken satay. 
Lively entrées are the yam pots (featur- 
ing delicious mashed taro root), the 
“house special” squid or lobster or crabs 
with a complex sauce, and the fragrant 
beef rendang. 

PHO PASTEUR, 8 Kneeland St., 
Boston, 451-0247. $3-$5. Superb spe- 
cialist in noodle soups, beef or chicken 
based, with a variety of mix-ins. Also a 
line of drinks and desserts, and some, 
like “avocado juice” (actually a luscious 
milkshake), that are both. Small, homey, 
clean. 

SOUTH STREET DINER, 178 Kneeland 
St. (South Station), Boston, 350-0028. 
$3-$5. In the funky little 1920s diner 
building at the corner of South and 
Kneeland Streets, this all-hours diner 
serves solid, handmade versions of 
what you'd expect: burgers, fries, 
cheese omelets, and plenty of coffee. 
No beer or wine. BR All day Sat. and 
Sun. 
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COPLEY/PRUDENTIAL 
AMBROSIA ON HUNTINGTON, 116 
Huntington Ave., Boston, 247-2400. $5- 
$26. In a dramatic and sophisticated 
setting, dishes strongly influenced by 
provincial French cuisine are sparked 
into the sublime by Asian seasonings 
An emphasis on native New England 
game and seafood, as well as won 
derfully imaginative desserts. Lively 
fi bar scene as the evening progress- 
es 
BRASSERIE JO, 120 Huntington 
Avenue (Colonnade Hotel), Boston 
425-3240. $16-$19. Traditional 
Parisian bistro flavors with some 
hearty Alsatian dishes. A clone of a 
second restaurant by Chicago's Al- 
satian chef Jean Joho, this is a re- 
markably useful restaurant for the 
Colonnade Hotel, the Symphony- 
Prudential area, and anyone who 
happens by for breakfast lunch, 
dinner, drinks, or a late graze. Un- 
usually for the "90s, the big flavors 
are in the entrees, such as chou- 
croute garni, cog au vin, and duck- 
ling a ‘orange, with important cab- 
bage and potato statements on the 
side.

AURA, One Seaport Lane (Seaport 
Hotel), Boston Waterfront, (617) 
385-4300. $19-$32. Chef Ed 
Doyle's food can be handsome — 
check out the roasted bass on a 
cedar plank — but at these prices, 
you have a right to expect a perfec- 
tion that the flavors don't always 
deliver. And Aura’s hotel-lobby setup is 
clearly more oriented toward conven- 
tioneers than natives. Esquire’s review- 

er named Aura one of the country's top 
new restaurants of 1998. Maybe he was 
impressed by the desserts, which are 
gorgeous. Maybe he just doesn't get to 
Boston much.

THE GOOD LIFE, 28 Kingston St. 
(Downtown Crossing), Boston, 451- 
2622. $6-$10. A Runyonesque joint that 
combines a neighborhood feel with 
downtown flavor. The food is basic — 
burgers, buffalo wings, steak — and the 
bar harks back to a day when men were 
men and martinis were all eight ounces 
HIBERNIA, 25 Kingston Street (Down- 
town Crossing), Boston (617) 292-2333 
$17-$21. The Irish theme is so subtle 
you could miss it at this hip, narrow 
nightclub/restaurant next to the venera- 
ble J.J. Foley's. The kitchen, when we 
visited, had a split personality: the at- 
tempts at fusion felt hamhanded (i.e., 
“lobster potstickers” overwhelmed by 
ginger and soy), but modified classics 
were graceful and tasty: beautiful pur- 
ple-potato salad with smoked-trout pate, 
sweet-crusted grilled chicken, and a 
towering “berry surprise” for dessert. 
Music and dancing starts at 10 p.m 
nightly. 
OSKAR’S, 107 South St. (Leather Dis- 
trict), Boston, 542-6756. $12-$23. Hov- 
ering between goth and industrial in 
decor, between Boston and New York in 
mood, Oskar's epitomizes the new wave 
of downtown lounge-restaurants. Cigars 
are abundant. The kitchen serves lunch, 
dinner, cocktails, and late supper 
IL PANINO’S BISTRO, 295 Franklin St., 
Boston, 338-1000. $8-$20. A bustling, 
very moderately priced alternative to the 
fancy dining room upstairs. The food is 
simple and low in fat, yet based on su- 
perflavorful ingredients. Don't miss any- 
thing with arugula, fresh basil, or the 
other great Italian flavorings. 
THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, 
Boston, 292-9966. $14-$27. With its 
linen tablecloths, high ceilings, and 
grand bar, this wedge-shaped room has 
all the markings of a classic downtown 
restaurant. But the cooking hums with 
an adventurous spirit, and the extensive 
wine list is cleverly chosen 
WEST STREET GRILL, 15 West St. (off 
Tremont St., near Downtown Crossing), 
Boston, 423-0300. $11-$19. Known pri- 
marily for its bar scene, this is a credible 
restaurant as well. The cooking is 
roughly New American; the building is 
tall, narrow, and multistoried; and the 
dining room, upstairs from the after- 
work bustle, is surprisingly calm 
LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., 
Boston, 542-5108. $12-$19. This bistro 
with a genuinely French feel has a wine- 
bar angle (the list of 40-odd wines 
changes weekly), an artsy angle (gal- 
leries across the street), and a shame- 
lessly Gallic angle (sweetbread vol-au- 
vent, venison in wine reduction sauce) 
The menu favors purism over culinary

Boston gets its own kind of steak house 


Abe & Loule’s

HE PALM STEAK house opened in Boston 
at about the same time that WBCN gave 
Howard Stern the morning radio spot that 
used to belong to Charles Laquidara. In my review 
of the Palm, I tried to write about the threat to 
Boston sensibilities posed by the New Yorkization of 
steak and radio, but it didn’t work because, well, 
what was the Charles Laquidara of Boston steak 
houses? Boodles and Grill 23 are locally owned, but 
neither really has the accent down. 

But if another New York steak invader lands, I’m 
all set for similes, because Abe & Louie’s is here, 
courtesy of the Back Bay Restaurant Group. It has 
the form of a New York steak house, with big knives 
and bigger portions, big prices and 4 la carte vegeta- 
bles, waiters pushing carts, and dark paneling. But 
the owners have-trimmed the New York nonsense: 
waiters with attitude, walls plastered with photos fea- 
turing quasi-endorsements by semi-celebrities, ritual 
displays of raw meat, and homages to gangsters 
aimed to amuse the gray suits. 

Abe & Louie’s puts out a great steak, the way you 
ordered it, and makes things easier for customers 
lacking in blood lust or big money. This, | think, is 
how Boston wants a steak house. 

Now, about the beef. It’s really, really good. It has 
the right tenderness and flavor for each cut, although 
in general US Prime (on the porterhouse and sirloin 
steaks) is not as heavily marbled as it once was. Us- 
ing US Choice for the prime rib and filet mignon is a 
good idea, since these cuts are well marbled, and the 
Prime versions can lack flavor. My benchmark steak 
is the porterhouse ($28.95), because it has both ten- 
derloin and top loin — and because it requires some 
intelligence to cut and cook, since the tenderloin side 
cooks faster than the top-loin side. So I ordered 
mine rare, and got an enormous steak, reasonably 
rare on both sides and with superb dry-aged flavor. 
It didn’t have the game-like, more-aged flavor you 

sometimes get at Morton’s, but that’s an old-fash- 
ioned taste, and most people won't miss it. In any 





case, the fun is in eating pieces from one side and 
then from the other. And given the size of this por- 
tion, you can have fun with a cold steak sandwich 
the next day, too. 

Filet mignon ($25.95) is not billed as dry-aged, 
but mine had very good flavor for this often-bland, 
tender cut. Lamb chops ($28.95) are sometimes the 
best thing in steak houses, and here they were beau- 
tiful — three inch-thick loin chops — but almost 
flavorless, with none of that distinctive mutton tang. 

My companions weren't all carnivorous, and for 
them there was chicken, tuna, and shrimp. We also 
savaged the bread basket, with its excellent trio of 
lavash, dense-crumbed sourdough, and wheat bread 
with nuts and raisins. Breads this good alleviate the 
pain of a la carte potatoes, of which the “hashed 
brown potatoes” ($5.50) were dry, salty, and lacking 
taste. Fried Vidalia strings ($6.50) had a little onion 
flavor, and useful proportions of grease, but were 
very, very salty. Caramelized onions, however, were 
irresistible — a great steak topping. Creamed spinach 
($5.50) was also very good, and not overly creamed. 

In the land of big meat, appetizers are superflu- 
ous, but they're on the menu anyway. Clam chowder 
($5.95) is good but not especially clam flavored; 
with plenty of cream and some potatoes, a hint of 
sweet spice, celery, and a peppery bite, it tastes as 
much like cream of mushroom soup as clam chow- 
der. Crab cakes ($9.95) are smallish, but with seri- 
ous crab flavor. A lively salsa would be a welcome 
garnish on almost any platter here; they should offer 
it as a side dish. “Abe & Louie’s Salad” ($6.50) con- 
tains the only obvious culinary reference to Abe, who 
is presumably the late Abe Sarkis, father of owner 
Charles Sarkis. It’s a good Bibb lettuce salad with 
blue cheese, pistachios, and apple slices with cinna- 
mon and a hint of rosewater. 

The wine list features big-night bottles but also 
has a few half-bottles and several wines by the glass. 
(All the glasses are large burgundy bubbles, proving 
that size is more important than wine-specific de- 
sign.) We had reds, an Anapamu pinot noir ($6 
glass, $23 bottle) and an Estancia cabernet sauvi- 
gnon ($4, $17). The latter had lots of spice; the for- 
mer, whiffs of black cherry. Both are friendly to red 
meat and black pepper. 

Desserts follow the format: oversized, simply fla- 
vored, rich. The most pretentious, mocha créme 
brilée ($10.95), was also the best — just flavored 
cream topped with a burnt-sugar shell. Very good 
with the top-quality coffee and decaf ($1.95). Apple 


pie ($6) is offered with vanilla ice cream or melted 
cheddar cheese. Either way, it is a large piece of 
nondescript pie tasting more of spice than apples. 
Cheesecake ($6) is sensibly unadorned, and seemed 
light and delightful after steaks. Health considera- 
tions aside, | recommend it. Chocolate cake ($7) 
was way tall, way big, with lots of layers for extra 
frosting, and maybe a bit much. 

Service was quite good, straddling the line be- 
tween attentive and chatty, but we did find a major 
lapse when we got home: someone else’s doggy bag. 
We had saved porterhouse and lamb chops, and got 
back chicken and prime rib. A human error, but an 
important one in a restaurant where large portions 
will have many diners asking for bagged leftovers. 

The old steak houses were also cigar bars. Smoking 
in the dining area is now illegal in Boston, but the 
cigarettes in the bar area provide a subliminal sense 
of rightness without too much smoke. Abe & Louie’s 
is also somewhat loud, with wood floors where the 
Capitol Grille, say, has carpets. This positions A&L 
between the top-class steak houses and the old mid- 
dle-class steak houses like Valle’s and Emerson’s. 
It’s a comfortable niche, and a lot of people are al- 
ready comfortably filling Abe & Louie’s. The décor 
has upscale references, like marble and paneled 
bathrooms and napkins with buttonholes; and down- 
scale references, like big-band background music 
and copies of French Impressionist paintings. (Steak 
isn’t Paris, it’s England or cowboys.) 

One of the subtexts of Abe & Louie’s is that, 
decades ago, Charles Sarkis opened his first 
restaurant a few blocks away and named it after 
himself: Charley’s Eating and Drinking Saloon. 
This was not the present Charley’s, but an earlier 
one on the last block of Newbury Street. There 
was talk at the time that young Charles wasn’t re- 
ally in charge; his father was a “known gambler” 
and was suspected of secretly owning Charley’s. 
Many years of whistle-clean business, and the ob- 
vious creativity and drive behind numerous suc- 
cessful restaurants, have put those rumors to rest. 
No one today credits anybody but Charles Sarkis 
for the quality of Papa Razzi, Atiantic Fish Compa- 
ny, J.C. Hillary’s, Joe’s American Bar & Grill, and 
now Abe & Louie’s. Sarkis never whined in public, 
never weaseled. And only now, in quiet love, has 
he named his best restaurant after his late father. @

723-1807. $9-$17. It's like a Newbury 
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Street bistro with better food. Some of 
the fancy Italian dishes come with highly 
flavored colorless sauces as weirdly ef- 
fective as transparent beer; some are 
just directly tasty. Be sure to have the 
antipasti (which lean on fresh grilled 
vegetables), the veal marsala, and 
seafood with “tomato-water” sauce. Try 
to get the chocolate paté with rosewa- 
ter, too.

more inventive dishes are hit-or-miss.

Traditional Italian 
seafood and pasta dishes, nicely pre- 
pared and served by a staff that oozes 
charm. A local favorite, as you can tell 
from the line outside the door.

$15-$21. A treasure trove of fine food in 
a small, understated room. Along with 
the herb after which the restaurant is 
named, chef Tony Susi is partial to local 
ingredients and novel combinations:

No desserts, 
which means there's no reason to avoid 
the “side starch” dishes like garlic 
mashed potatoes. 
HAMERSLEY'’S BISTRO, 553 Tremont 
St., Boston, 423-2700. $18-$27. Casual 
French-inspired food with a distinctly 
American and decidedly upscale accent: 
guests wear ties while the chefs wear 
baseball caps. Famed for duck confit, 
wild mushroom and garlic sandwich, 
and roast chicken with garlic, lemon, 
and parsley — an olfactory and culinary 
triumph. One of Boston's best. 
ICARUS, 3 Appleton St., Boston, 426- 
1790. $18-$28. A longtime favorite 
that's held its own. American ingredi- 
ents with flair in a romantic, festive envi- 
ronment. Try the polenta with wild 
mushrooms, grilled shrimp with mango- 
jalapeno sorbet, and venison with ju- 
niper, black pepper, and cranberries. 
Great comfort food, elegantly prepared. 
LA BETTOLA, 480 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 236-5252. $21-$35. Opened by 
the team behind the successful Galleria 
Italiana, this bistro has garnered forkfuls 
of attention for its freewheeling conti- 
nental menu with light Asian inflections.

dessert.

A cute little créperie 
decorated with French roadsigns and 
photographs of Paris. The sandwiches 
and crépes are cheap, consistent, and 
all accompanied by a pile of mesclun 
with a fine vinaigrette. Try the leek-and- 
goat-cheese crépe, smoked-salmon sal- 
ad, and plain lemon-sugar crépe for 
dessert. Top it off with hot rum punch. 
METROPOLIS CAFE, 584 Tremont St., 
Boston, 247-2931. $12-$18. Wow. In a 
space that was once an ice-cream par- 
lor, a jewel of a bistro serves consistent- 
ly on-target dishes that take their inspi- 
ration from both the French and Italian 
traditions. When this place is three 
times as big and twice as expensive, 
you can say you ate here when. Try the 
elegant salmon pave, the astonishingly 
rich risotto specials, and any of the 
desserts.

SOUTH END GRILL, 439 Tremont 
Street, Boston, (617) 338-8884. $8-$15. 
Live in the South End? Feeling hungry? 
Very hungry? The prices aren't bad 
here and the quantities are generous; 
the menu sounds kinda gourmet but is 
pretty much meat-and-veg for the '90s. 
We liked the huge plate of fresh potato 
chips, the huge grilled pork loin, the 
huge banana-coconut cream pie. As for 
vibe: well, at ground zero of gay Boston, 
this is a more middile-of-the-road scene 
than you might expect. 

TREMONT 647, 647 Tremont St., 
Boston, 266-4600. $14-$19. A well- 
dressed crowd enjoys beautifully grilled 
food, clever but not overbearing, in this 
long and cozy bistro.

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How local news carries water for the liquor lobby

OCAL NEWS SUCKS. 
Not, I suspect, the 
words you expected to 
see lead off a wine column. 
But if you watch local TV 
news (other than NECN, 
which is still pretty good), you 
know that the sensationalism 
and hyperbole of the “report- 
ing” is exceeded only by the 
inane patter of the anchors. 
It’s enough to drive a person 
to drink (I'd suggest red zin). 

Even so, I was surprised to 
catch one particular con- 
sumer-affairs report that aired 
on Channel 5 last month. The 
subject was, of course, wine. 
Was it a public airing of one 
of the new studies linking 
moderate wine consumption 
with lowered cholesterol, re 
duced risk of heart disease, 
and the stayed onset of 
Alzheimer’s? Of course not. 
Instead, it was a wham-bam- 
thank-you-ma’am shocker on 
the evils of the direct ship- 
ment of alcoholic beverages. 

Remember, I warned you 
back in December that this 
story was going to make the 
news this year. And | guess it 
could have been worse: the re- 
port could have been on 
Channel 7, where they would 
have linked it to Libyan death 
squads or something equally 
horrible (complete with 
graphic MTV-style video). 
Then again, what aired was bad enough .. . 
pretty lousy piece of reporting. 

The core of the piece was a classic “sting,” engineered by 
a local police department, in which a minor was instructed 
to purchase alcohol online. Now right away, this should set 
off hype alarms in any sensible person. Liquor, kids, crime, 
and the Internet . . . one can almost imagine a producer 
salivating over the chance to link those four hot-button 
news topics (sadly, they couldn’t shoehorn drugs or sex 
into the report, but I’m sure they gave it some thought). 

Of course the minor received some alcohol in the mail, 
which led WCVB’s reporter to intone: “Beer. Tequila. Wine. 
All the ingredients for a teen drinking party.” Wine? Right. I 
remember those illicit high-school wine benders, sitting 
around sipping Champagne while talking about the possibili- 
ty that rain would damage this year’s Chianti harvest. 

But actually, the sting itself wasn’t so bad. Though I 
think the prohibitionistic attitude of this country is insane 
and self-destructive (compare our rate of alcoholism to that 
of countries where wine-drinking by kids is normal, even 
encouraged, and you'll see what I mean), I can understand 
why children shouldn’t be able to order alcohol online. 

The problem is that the equation being sensationalized 
here — minors+alcohol=tragedy — diverts attention from 
the actual issue. Almost lost in Channel 5’s breathless re- 
port was this statement: “It also happens to be against the 
law for any company to ship liquor into Massachusetts di- 
rectly to a consumer.” In other words, the activity in ques- 
tion is illegal for everyone, including a child’s parents and 
grandparents. But Channel 5 was so engaged with “protect- 
ing children” that nobody bothered to ask why that would 
be so. Then again, Grandpa Bob illegally ordering a case of 
Bud over the Net isn’t a shocking, tabloid-style story, is it? 

The beating of the child-protection drum is a favorite 
tactic of the liquor lobby, which is comfortably protected 
by the current laws against out-of-state mail order. In fact, 
when New York’s attorney general operated a similar sting, 
the ensuing press conference was openly cosponsored by 
the national wholesalers’ lobby. - 

There’s no way to know if national or Massachusetts 
wholesalers were behind the WCVB report, but their interests 
were certainly well served by all the hyperbole. The problem 
of shipping alcohol directly to children is a very easy one to 
solve, if one can fight clear of all the handwringing nonsense: 
retailers must require their shippers to obtain proof of age, 
and the shippers must refuse shipment without it. It’s that 
simple. After all, if a bar sold beer to a five-year-old, we'd 
blame the bar, not the brewer, for failing to check ID. 





and was a 
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Unfortunately, the real losers here aren’t kids. Any 15- 
year-old organized enough to (1) order alcohol far enough 
in advance to have it arrive before a party; (2) have it 
shipped at a time when his parents won’t intercept it; and 
(3) have the charge show up on a credit-card bill his par- 
ents won’t see, has a bright future in the CIA, not in 
teenage drinking. The losers, as always, are the wine 
drinkers, who are still prevented from purchasing any wine 
not available via the Massachusetts system. 

In the end, it’s up to all of us to make our voices heard. 
We can reject the false child-protection claims of the liquor 
monopolists and demand a free wine trade. Or we can 
continue to let the liquor distributors, backed by mislead- 
ing reports like the one Channel 5 aired, work to relegate 
healthy wine enjoyment to the fringes of acceptable behav- 
ior. Puritans might fear that someone, somewhere, might 
be having fun .. . but they can rest assured that it’s on its 
way to extinction here in Massachusetts.

In other depressing news, geriatric fossil Senator Strom 
Thurmond is rather exercised about the new wine labels 
(who knows, maybe he even registered a pulse over the mat- 
ter). Last month, federal regulators came to their senses and 
allowed a companion label to the dire health warnings re- 
quired for all wines in the US, this one encouraging people to 
consult their doctors about the role of wine in a healthy diet 
and lifestyle. This was too much for Thurmond, who not only 
wants to repeal the label law but also wants to slap a new na- 
tional tax on alcohol. Of course, mention tobacco and the 
Southern senator gets real quiet, real fast. | wonder why?

Finally, a hoot of derision for the Boston Globe, whose 
food critic Alison Arnett recently wrote about restaurants 
in the Lebanon, New Hampshire, and Woodstock, Ver- 
mont, area. There was nothing wrong with her appraisal 
of the food at the three establishments she mentioned; in 
fact, | thought it was pretty spot-on. No, what rankled 
was her review of Simon Pearce Restaurant in Quechee, 
Vermont. The restaurant’s wine list at any given time can 
be as long as 40 pages. That’s right, 40. It’s one of the 
most remarkable wine lists in New England and is the rea- 
son a lot of diners make the trip to Simon Pearce in the 
first place. To ignore it would be akin to ignoring the 
sushi at Ginza or the tapas at Dali; a disservice to the 
restaurant and to the review’s readers. So did the Globe 
review even mention its existence? Of course not. a

$13-$30. Enlarged and leaning 
now toward premium fresh 
seafood, but still the greatest 
place with the least pretense for 
barbecue, grilled meat, soulful 
side dishes, and super-spicy hot 
dishes, clearly labeled. BR Latin 
brunch on Sun., 11 a.m. to 2:30 


p.m. 
MAGNOLIAS, 1193 Cambridge 
St., Cambridge, 576-1971. $10- 
$20. The Cajun food is still the 
best. Try outstanding Cajun pop- 
com shrimp, panéed veal with tas- 
so, and blackened prime rib. Wider 
Southern menu takes in fried 
green tomatoes, super Key lime 
pie. Bluefish paté and informal 
tone are strictly from Cambridge.

An ele- 
gant survivor from the great days of 
Cambridge Szechuan restaurants, espe- 
cially if you stick with Cantonese-style 
seafood and vegetables, such salt-and- 
pepper calamari, steamed Chilean sea 
bass with ginger and scallion, and what- 
ever the whiteboard specials indicate. 
FOREST CAFE, 1682 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, 661-1634. $10-$14. Mexican- 
food fans tired of jack-cheese enchi- 
ladas and grilled-chicken nacho plates 
owe it to themselves to check out this 
dive bar-cum-Mexican joint. (The 
restaurant half used to be called Mexi- 
can Cuisine.)

n 20 Dates, you film yourself going on 20 actual dates. 
Vhat are some things you learned about women? 


Wow, I gained a lot of appreciation for their view of the world. During the editing process, our female editor 
kept pointing out things in the date scenes that I wouldn't have noticed. It gave me a chance to view a date 
through a woman's eye. Women seem to have a lot of acceptance of typical guy behavior - and I think 
women are almost as clueless about men as men are about women.

Steven Van Zandt 


F* he was Miami Steve, the scrappy 
rhythm-guitarist from the Jersey shore, 
doing time in both Bruce Springsteen’s E 
Street Band and Asbury Park’s other band, 
Southside Johnny and the Asbury Jukes. 
Next, he became Little Steven, traveling the 
world with a bandanna wrapped around his 
head and a mission to inject social 
conscience into his work, like his co- 
production of the all-star anti-apartheid 
album Sun City (Manhattan, 1985). Now, 
Steven Van Zandt’s back in Jersey, 
rehearsing for his first tour with the E 
Street Band since 1981. And, in his most 
unexpected incarnation, he’s slicked back 
his hair to portray mobster and nightclub 
owner Silvio Dante in HBO’s dramatic 
series The Sopranos (Sundays at 9 p.m.). 

“I never acted or even thought about 
acting,” Van Zandt tells me on the 
telephone from his Manhattan office. 
“David Chase, the creator of the show, just 
called me out of the blue. It was a very 





strange thing, man. He said he saw the 
induction ceremony at the [Rock ’n’ Roll] 
Hall of Fame when | inducted the Rascals. | 
had done like a five-minute little comedy bit 
there, and he just told the casting agent to 
find me. I don’t even know how they found 
me, to tell you the truth.” 

Van Zandt’s character is a member of 
mob boss Tony Soprano’s inner circle. As 
Steven describes it, he’s “a little Bugsy 
Siegel, a little Frank Costello where he kind 
of has one little pinky in the entertainment 
world.” He’s as cool as a cucumber when 
he’s slamming car doors against people’s 
skulls, but like everyone in the show, he’s 
apt to lose his shit with the everyday stuff. 
“When he’s at his daughter’s sporting 
events, he tends to get totally out-of-control 
emotional.” 

Van Zandt adds, “The brilliance of the 
show is to use this little modern mob world 
as a bit of a microcosm of what’s going on 
in society. It’s a little bit more dramatic 


of the world’s most crazed 
proponents of alcoholic garage- 
trash-punk squalor (they titled 
an earlier album Porkabilly 
Psychosis), they’re yet another 
link in the international web of 
bands who play American rock 
and roll better than most 
American rock-and-roll bands. 





because it’s a little bit more extreme. Make 
a mistake and you're dead, as opposed to 
losing money on Wall Street. But it relates 
very directly. What Tony Soprano goes 
through with his kids, everybody goes 
through with their kids. The fact that 
nobody is loyal anymore, or particularly has 
any sense of values or ethics — you know, 
those kind of old-fashioned ideas.” 
Another thing Van Zandt finds has gone 
out of fashion is rock and roll. “There’s

Gorey 
and Gorier 


he twisted paths of Edward Gorey and Neil 

Gaiman bring both artists to Boston next 
weck. Gaiman, the inventor of the popular 
Sandman comics and an author of novels and 
screenplays, comes first — arriving at 
Waterstonc’s to rcad from his new Stardust next 
Friday. Macabre master illustrator Gorey will 
presumably motor to Boston in his old Volvo for 
the opening reception of “Edward Gorey: Works 
on Paper” on March 25, though the show, at the 
Art Institute of Boston at Lesley College, opens 
next Thursday. 

Gorey has been populating his illustrated stories 
and occasional diversions onto the theater stage 
with victims since his debut, The Unstrung Harp, in 
1953. He’s part Poe and part punster, and his tales 
of whimsy and woc — drawn and Icttered in his 
own post-Gothic style — amount to onc of the 
most distinctive bodies of work by a contemporary 
Amcrican artist, Ict alone a writer. 

He lives quictly in a house in Yarmouth Port that

looks quite haunted, with tall old windows, an 
unmown lawn, paint nearly full-pecled from its 
boards, and the boards themselves shrinking with 
time and exposure. Inside, nearly every available 
space is stacked with books on his obsessions — 
poetry, theater, dance, film — and with the 
antiques he gathers from the equally dusty stores 
he enjoys haunting. 

Answering the door, Gorey — who’s 72 this 
ycar — at first scems a bit like onc of his 
characters: long and thin, with a full white beard, 
half-glasses on his nose. He is, however, a most 
genial host. His reclusivencss gives way to 
engaging conversation. His witty and acerbic 
observations are punctuated by the intrusion of a 
host of cats, who soar and slither over all the 
furniture — and the guests — with the royal micn 
of jungle kings. 

Through ncarly a half century Gorcy has 
acquired an international cult following, especially 
for the celebrated Aimphigorey collections of his 
storics. “I’ve encountered all type of people who’ve 
told me all sorts of deep meanings they've gotten 
from my work,” he told me when I visited him 
several years ago. “And thcy refuse to believe me 
when | tell them they’re wrong.” 

Neil Gaiman, on the other hand, seems to often 
lose himself — or at Icast his point — in his efforts 
to get us to question our perceptions of reality. His 
Sandman series of comic books is unremittingly 
delightful: claboratce tales full of subtle emotions 
and novel-like twists and charactcrization, with 
passionately illuminated illustrations. His novel 
Neverwhere, however, seemed morc like a comic 
book mired in a Dungeons & Dragons mentality. 
Unlike his comics, which so easily transcend the 
historic limitations of their genre, Gaiman's prose 
in Neverwhere lacked the sparkle necded to elevate 
its sword and sorcery conventions. The jury’s still 
out on Stardust, which was published just last 
month by Avon.

The Asian-American Film Festival 
BY PETER KEOUGH It’s not that Asian-Americans don’t have as 


many problems as other minorities, it’s just that they’re quieter about 
it. That’s one impression gathered from “The Boston Asian-American 


Film Festival,” a series of 
features, documentaries, 
and shorts coming up at 
the Museum of Fine Arts. 
To judge from these 
films, however, members 
of those communities 
have a lot to say about 
the burdens of an often 
traumatic past and the 
conflicts of cultural iden- 
tity posed by the present. 
They also have the 
insight, imagination, and 
talent to transform these 
issues into compelling 
cinema. 

“It wasn’t that the 
camps weren’t bad,” says 
one of the witnesses in 
Emiko Omori’s The 


SHOPPING FOR FANGS succeeds despite or per- 
haps because of its winsome high jinks. 





Rabbit in the Moon 
(1999; March 27 at 2 
p.m.), an eloquent, revelatory, 
gracefully poetic inquiry into the 
internment of Japanese-Americans 
during World War II, “it’s that they 
weren’t bad enough.” Not as bad, 
that is, as the camps of the 
Holocaust that came to light after 
the war. That may be one reason 
Japanese-Americans have been 





largely silent about this infamous 
episode, in which the federal gov- 
ernment deprived them of their 
rights and property and relocated 
them from their prosperous West 
Coast communities to virtual 
prison camps. Another might be 
their desire to be assimilated and 
accepted as loyal Americans, 





Honor roll 


About that Oscar for Elia Kazan 


Must there be yet another reason to resist the upcoming Academy 
Awards? I’ve got one: the forgive-and-forget honorary Oscar being 
bestowed on 90-year-old filmmaker Elia Kazan (On the Waterfront, 


East of Eden), who, in 1952, dis- 
gracefully “named names,” finking 
on his show-business compatriots 
before the notoriously rightist 
House Committee on  Un- 
American Activities (HUAC). 

A willing and eager witness in 
Washington, Kazan offered up a 
ripe list of theater and movie peo- 
ple whom he claimed had been 
Communists, including those with 
whom he worked on Broadway in 
the 1930s in the agit-prop Group 
Theatre. 

There’s no doubt that Kazan is a 
formidable filmmaker. I go beyond 
his canon (A Tree Grows in 
Brooklyn, A Streetcar Named 
Desire, Viva Zapata) with my 
admiration for the lesser-known A 
Face in the Crowd, Wild River, and 
The Arrangement. Yet is this the 
person who, beyond the individual 
films, deserves an Oscar from his 
thespian peers? 

This is someone who, at the 
height of his reputation after 
directing Streetcar on stage and 
film, pointed an accusing finger at 
his less-powerful peers — “COM- 
MUNIST"” he called them. Maybe 
they were; maybe not. But it was 








the darkest time of McCarthyism, 
the “Blacklist” was operative, and 
anyone with an alleged Communist 
past who hadn’t publicly recanted 
and repented would be fired on the 
spot, and remain unemployed in 
Hollywood and in theater. 

Kazan knew the score. It’s all

there in his 1988 autobiography, A 
Life. On page 432, he acknowl- 
edges that a frightening appear- 
ance before HUAC had helped kill 
actor Joseph Bromberg, and that 
actress Mady Christians had died 
of a cerebral hemorrhage after a 
series of blacklistings when she 
tried to get work. 

At his first HUAC appearance, 
Kazan actually balked at delivering 
to New York congressman Kearney 
the names of Party members from 











traditions. And far from being 
meekly submissive, many protested 
the iniquitous conditions, resisted 
the draft, and refused to sign loyal- 
ty oaths that were precursors of 
those that cropped up during the 
McCarthy era. Adding poignance 
is Omori’s delicate sharing of her 
own experience — the rabbit of the 
title refers to the Japanese equiva- 
lent of the American “man in the 
moon,” which, despite the insis- 
tence of her camp teachers, she 
persists to this day in seeing. 

Even greater outrages are 
revealed in Dai Sil Kim-Gibson’s 
Silence Broken (1999; March 20 
at 1:30 p.m.); this time, the 
Japanese are the perpetrators. 
Unfortunately this investigation

regardless of the injustice 
they endured. The 
enduring image of this 
period has been of a 
long-suffering but for- 
giving people fighting 
heroically. for their coun- 
try in all-Japanese units 
such as the 442nd 
Regiment despite their ill 
treatment at home. 

The reality is more 
complicated, points out 
Omori, herself a former 
internee. Weaving together eyewit- 
ness testimony, government propa- 
ganda films, home movies by 
internees, haunting images of the 
present-day remains of the camps, 
and a plethora of documentation, 
she shows how the internment pol- 
icy ripped apart families, divided 
generations, and uprooted cultural 





into the fate of the Korean “com- 
fort women,” teenage girls kid- 
napped by the Imperial forces in 
World War II to serve the sexual 
needs of the troops, doesn’t do jus- 
tice to its subject. The interviews 
with the aging, often infirm sur- 
vivors of this atrocity, who have 
been unsuccessfully crusading 
since 1991 to get the Japanese gov- 
ernment to answer for these 
crimes, are harrowing. The redun- 
dant attempts of the filmmakers to 
re-create the drama of their sub- 
jects’ ordeals are not. However 
well-intended, these amateurish 
sequences confuse and trivialize 
the tragedy. 

Historical trauma is better 
served in Quentin Lee & Justin 
Lin’s Shopping for Fangs (1996; 
March 18 at 7:45 p.m.), despite or 
because of its winsome high jinks. 








Katharine, a young Vietnamese 
woman married to a macho corpo- 
rate type, finds her colorless stabil- 
ity disrupted by amnesia and mash 
notes from a blond-wigged Asian 
waitress named Trinh. A free spirit 
with aspirations to lesbianism, 
Trinh gently stalks Katharine while 
befriending a gay customer jilted 
by his Hong Kong boyfriend. 
Meanwhile, Phil, a meek accoun- 
tant, leads a life of quiet despera- 
tion until a bout with lycanthropy 
threatens to set him free. Lee and 
Lin blithely intertwine their discon- 
tented characters’ lives in an alter- 
nately genial and jarring fable of 
repressed memory and identity in a 
society in which neither is valued. 
A similar theme _ inspires 
Francisco Aliwalas’s 
Disoriented (1997; 
March 25 at 6 p.m.). The 
ominously named West is 
the last hope of his smoth- 
ering Filipino mother, 
who after enduring the 
disappearance of her hus- 
band and her elder son, 
Danger, slaves as a housekeeper in 
order to see West get into medical 
school. The mild West, though, is 
less than ambitious, and his dis- 
content flares when Danger, a one- 
time macho jock with a football 
scholarship, returns home wearing 
a dress. 
Further complicating matters is 
a struggling Japanese model who 
wants to have her eyes surgically 
straightened and an older Filipino 
named Speedy who counters 
hardship and prejudice with bro- 
mides like “Change is the only 
thing that is permanent.” An 
agreeable farce with a too pat res- 
olution, the film nonetheless lives 
up to its title in demonstrating that 
the burdens of the past and future, 
of social oppression and individual 
expression, persist regardless of 
one’s orientation. 





On page 447 
of A Life, he reveals, “I said I would 
not, that even though he would 
claim the committee was not delib- 
erately trying to harm people, nev- 
ertheless any person I named 
would find his career in jeopardy, 
and any person known to have 
been at a meeting with them and 
not cooperated fully would have his 
employment in TV, radio, and films 
cut off.” 

Exactly! But the next time he was 
called to testify, Kazan squealed 
and squealed. He has claimed it 
was because of his hatred of inter- 
national Communism, but what 
does that have to do with actors in 
the USA in the 1930s? He has also 
admitted, in the 1974 book Kazan 
on Kazan, that it was his revenge 
after being purged by the 
Communists in the 1930s: 
“_.. I’ve never denied that there 
was a personal element in it, which 
is that I was very angry, humiliated 
and disturbed — furious, I guess 
— at the way they booted me out 
of the Party.” 

Delusional in his autobiography, 
Kazan succumbs to a “get them 
before they get me” mind set. On 








page 448, he fabricates words from 
a 1951 analyst (how could he 
remember?), spooning his own 
paranoid thoughts into the mouth 
of the shrink: “ ‘I’m wondering,’ he 
said, ‘if your fellow members 
would do the same for you if they 
were called upon to protect you by 
endangering their careers.’ ” 
There it is. Doing the rotten 
deed he believed they’d do, Kazan 
betrayed his ex-pals — which also 
guaranteed his continued employ- 
ment in Hollywood. While they 
crumpled, he, the informer, made 
pictures. First the mediocre, fer- 
vently anti-Iron Curtain Man on a 
String (1953); then. the brilliant,

the plots of each of his movies, 
explaining laboriously why they 
were very anti-Communist and 
(coming from an immigrant lad 
from Greece) very, very pro-

And he named names to HUAC. 
Lots and lots of them. 

One of my oddest experiences as 
an interviewer was talking a few 
years ago to actress Phoebe Brand, 
widow of the great Shakespearean 
performer Morris Carnovsky. 
Brand (Vanya on 42nd Street) was 
a member of the Group Theatre in 
the 1930s. She acted there with 
Elia Kazan. 

I told her of reading Kazan’s tes- 
timony and confirmed 
what she had always 
suspected: Kazan had 
implicated her before 
HUAC. Brand nod- 
ded when I said I'd 
read her name. Trau- 
matized anew, she 
began crying. 

Kazan has conceded 
that, at first, after 
being attacked every- 
where for his testimo- 
ny, he wondered 
whether what he’d 
done was “repulsive.” 
But this attack of con- 
— science quickly dissi- 





fervently fink-as-hero On _ the 
Waterfront (1954). When Brando’s 
Terry Malloy spills the beans in On 
the Waterfront to the congressional 
investigators, that’s Kazan and 
screenwriter Budd Schulberg justi- 
fying their down-on-their-knees 
before HUAC. 

What did Kazan actually say in 
Washington? About a decade ago, 
I located the microfilm text of his 
testimony (never published) at the 
BPL. It was odious pages and 
pages of careerist butt kissing and 
flag waving, Kazan going through

of A Life, he says, “Do I now feel 
ashamed of what I did? . . . The 
truth is that within a year I stopped 
feeling guilty or even embar- 
rassed.” 

Kazan, a rock, has never sought 
out those unfortunates he sacri- 
ficed to HUAC. “Reader, I don’t 
seek your favor,” he writes on page 
460 of A Life. “ . But if you 
expect an apology now because 
I... name(d) names to the House 
Committee, you’ve misjudged my 
character.”

THE DEEP END OF THE OCEAN 


With the baneful movie cliché of the endangered child as its 
starting point, The Deep End of the Ocean has nowhere else 
to go but up. And so it does, thanks to Ulu Grossbard’s 


restrained direction, Stephen Schiff’s inspired adaptation 
of the bestseller 
(hey, he must 
have thought, 
I've tackled 
Nabokov in 
Lolita, why not 
turn Jacquelyn 
Mitchard into 
Proust?), but 
mostly thanks 
to Michelle 
Pfeiffer, who's 
unnervingly 
convincing in 
the role of Beth, 
a frowzy, belea- 
gucred house- 
wife. 

She’s the one 
to blame when 
three-year-old 
son Ben gets 
lost in a crowd- 
ed Chicago 
hotel lobby, and 
despite the 
efforts of a mul- 
ticultural task 
force embodied by Whoopi Goldberg (whose detective 
character is black, female, gay, and mercifully absent for 
most of the movie) he’s not found. Years pass and Beth 
takes the loss poorly, retreating into pills and 24-hour naps 
while other son Vincent (Jonathan Jackson) grows sullen 
and sports an earring, daughter Kerry grows cute, and 
husband Pat (Treat Williams) opens an Italian restaurant. 
Then Ben shows up at their door and things get compli- 
cated. 

For the most part, the film unfolds these complications 
— exultation, disorientation, guilt, sibling rivalry — with 
poignant obliqueness. A gesture, look, or detail does the 
job handled in most tearjerkers by a harangue, and at times 
Deep End approaches the submarine frontiers of memory 
and identity. At other times it seems like a bloodless fami- 
ly-counscling session. “You're just a concept,” Vincent 
accuses Ben, and often it’s true. Despite its genuine emo- 
tional power, Deep End never goes in over its head. At the

Myles Berkowitz’s shoestring mockumentary about dating 
in Los Angeles is a tongue-in-cheek charmer whose 
uproarious, Candid Camera—style 
moments elevate it above its meager 
origins. As a frustrated, recently 
divorced filmmaker, Berkowitz plays 
an unbridled parody of himsclf. To 
jump-start his career and his love life, 
the would-be auteur decides to make 
a documentary chronicling his next 
20 dates — and for the concept, he 
receives $60,000 from a financier of 
dubious motives. 

Most of the date-cam scenarios 
unfold in all-too-perfunctory fashion. 
The film is most barbed and effective 
when Berkowitz is conversing with his 
crass-mouthed producer, who wants 
a T&A picture, or when he’s out 
prowling the supermarket or an AA 
meeting, desperately trying to fill his 
date quota. Along the way, the 
romantic klutz falls for one of his can- 
didates and develops a_ conflict 
between his emotions and his desirc 
to complete the project. It’s also at 
this juncture that the film surrenders 
its witty edge and falls into to a 
preachy eddy of maudlin melodrama.

LOCK, STOCK AND TWO 
SMOKING BARRELS 


The term Tarantino-csque has faded a bit in American 
Independent filmmaking, as have the fortunes of its name- 
sake. To judge by the debut film of British filmmaker Guy 
Ritchic, that style of moviemaking hasn't died but has 
found greener pastures overseas. This is an audacious, fre- 
netic, ultimately pointless exercise in scams, double-cross- 
es, whimsical violence, and arty human folly. 

A get-rich-quick heist, as usual, is the cause of every- 
thing. Eddie (Nick Moran), Bacon (Jason Flemyng), Soap 
(Dexter Fletcher), and Tom (Jason Statham), a hunky 
quartet of wanna-be high-rollers, plot to win big in a poker 
game with Hatchett Harry (P.H. Moriarty), a London mob- 
ster. The game is fixed, however, and the aspiring punks 





find themselves with a few days to repay a gambling debt of 
half a million pounds. Their solution is to rob their neigh- 
bors, a ruthless band of drug dealers. Their neighbors also 
have plans, however, as do Harry and an assortment of 
other crusty ne’cr-do-wells; and cach scheme collides with 
the others with the giddy logic of a nuclear chain reaction. 

Ritchie orchestrates the plots and anti-plots with the 
delight of a sadistic child whose artistic palette brims with 
cinematic pyrotechnics and movie allusions. Sometimes 
his showoff style seems gratuitous. But the performances 
—— especially by fierce footballer Vinnie Jones and the late, 
real-life tough guy Lenny McLean as two of Hatchett 
Harry’s henchmen — give the frivolity the needed flesh 
and blood. By the end of Lock, Stock, Ritchie’s career

Trinity's Preface is no garden party 
BY CAROLYN CLAY | admit that my knowledge of gangsta rap 


begins and ends with Nathan Detroit. Or it did until I saw A Preface to 
the Alien Garden, the forceful if prosaic piece of rhythmic agitprop 


having its world premiere at 
Trinity Repertory Company as 
part of the third Providence New 
Play Festival. Robert Alexander's 
graphic depiction of gang life — 
replete with scx, coke, killing, 
and enough profanity to make 
Snoop Doggy Dog reach for a 
blue pencil — has already caused 
a flap, landing on the front page 
of the Providence Journal before 
it even opened. The main 
questions seem to be whether the 
play is the cautionary tale its 
author intends or a glorification 
of brute, swaggering gang life 
and whether it paints a 
stercotypical picture of scary 
young African-Americans. Over 
in the margin is the question of 
whether A Preface to the Alien 
Garden is good theater. 
Certainly the play makes a vis- 
ceral impact, in both its casual 
violence and its insistent beat. 
You enter the theater to the 
inflammatory thump of gangsta 
rap and the constant circling of a 
searchlight. The walls are etched 
with graffiti. The dialogue runs to 
“mother fucker.” But there is also 
a poctic aspect to the work, from 
its occasionally rapped dialoguc 
to its main character’s apocalyptic 
fantasy — which is bascd in part 
on the Book of Ezckicl and in part 
on the 1986 George Clinton/

writer an indubitable boost. Barry 
was already a respected young 
poet and novelist when he took to 
writing for the stage in the late 
1980s.

The fifth in that series, The 
Steward of Christendom, gained 
him an international reputation, 
thanks in large part to the success 
of the original Out of Joint/Royal 
Court Theatre co-production, 
which was first seen in London 
four years ago.

Set in 1932, The Steward of 
Christendom is a memory play 
that tells the story of the 75-year- 
old Dunne, a bitter and demented 
man who is living out his days in 
a county home (read lunatic asy- 
lum) in Wicklow. In his heyday, 
he was a chief superintendent in 
the Dublin Metropolitan Police 
(DMP), the unarmed force that 
kept peace in the streets before 
Ireland shook itself free of British 
rule.

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Making peace 


Steward reconciles with Ireland past 
BY SCOTT T. CUMMINGS “1 thought I was going to write about a 


traitor and ended up simply writing about a man.”* So says Irish 
playwright Sebastian Barry about Thomas Dunne, the dubious hero of 


and country with a fierce patriot- 
ic pride that was ruptured first by 
the war of independence stem- 
ming from the 1916 Easter Rising 
and then by the establishment of 
the Irish Free State, in 1922. 
Now, in his dotage in the new 
Ireland, he is a man without a 
country. 

“The first thing that history 
does with people like that is 
take the names off them,” says 
Barry from his home. in 
Greystones, a seaside village 
south of Dublin. “They just 
become the Dublin police or the 
imperial police force or some- 
thing else.” In his play, Barry 
gives a name and a face and a 
soul to a man whom many Irish 
nationalists would regard as a 
traitor, a man who happens to 
have been Barry’s great-grand- 
father. All Barry knew about 
him was that he was an officer 
in the DMP and was responsi- 
ble for putting down a famous 
labor protest in the streets of 
Dublin in 1913. And once he 
overcame his initial impulse “to 
cover him up and not let anyone 
know I had such an ancestor,” 
that was all he wanted to know. 
“It was a very pragmatic plea- 
sure really to try to work back- 
ward from those tiny archeolog- 
ical clues. There were no guide- 
lines. I was free to invent and 
that is what attracted me. The 
more I wrote about him, the 
more in a sense he wrote back to

me. We seemed to be in 
cahoots.” 

To Barry’s surprise, when it 
opened in London and later when 
it traveled to Dublin as the first 
Irish play ever toured to Ireland by 
the British Council, The Steward 
of Christendom seemed to tap into 
a spirit of reconciliation coming 
into Irish politics in the mid 
1990s. “It released other people’s 
memories,” explains the play- 
wright. “All Irish people have roots 
in pre-independent Ireland, which 
is a time, frankly, when everybody 
on the island was born British. 
There was nothing else. If you 
come from my generation, all our 
grandparents are British. When 
you throw out the baby with the 
bathwater — and when you’re 
having a new country, you must 
do that — that baby is still-there as 
a memory. People had quite direct 
reasons for wanting to reconnect 
to that. It was parts of their family 
also that had become buried and 
not talked about, all those lost 
policemen and the like.” 

Barry is by no means an apolo- 
gist for loyalism, but he is an 
advocate of peace, which he has 
promoted in two New York Times 
editorials. Of the many awards 
garnered by The Steward of 
Christendom, the one he values 
most is the Christopher Ewart- 
Biggs Literary Prize, an award set 
up to promote reconciliation 
between the two parts of Ireland 
and between Ireland and England 








Churchill ups 


Springfield hosts a world-class act 
BY SCOTT T. CUMMINGS Caryl Churchill must have grown 


children by now. Blue Heart, the latest work from Britain’s greatest 
contemporary playwright, suggests a parental anxiety about staying in 


touch. Massachusetts theatergoers 
recently had a chance to share that 
anxiety when the original Out of 
Joint production of Blue Heart, 
hot on the heels of its three-week 
run at the Brooklyn Academy of 
Music, visited Springfield’s 
CityStage as part of the 
Massachusetts International 
Festival of the Arts’ first winter 
season. 

Blue Heart is the umbrella title 
for two short plays, Heart’s Desire 
and Blue Kettle, each of which 
stipulates a domestic situation and 
then uses a formal conceit to 
deconstruct it. In Heart’s Desire, 
an older couple, along with the 
husband’s sister, sit in their 
kitchen and await the return of 
their 35-year-old daughter from 
an extended stay in Australia. As 
they wait, underlying tensions sur- 
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face in a wildly theatrical manner: 
the short, simple scene stops and 
starts over again. Over and over. 
Dozens of times. Sometimes it will 
start again at the beginning, at 
other times in the middle. 





Sometimes the scene will run sev- 
eral minutes, at other times only 
seconds. 

As the scene inches forward 
only to begin again, variations 
come into play, some fantastic,

by the widow of the British 
ambassador to Dublin who was 
assassinated by the IRA in 1976. 
Barry’s recent critically acclaimed 
novel, The Whereabouts of Eneas 
McNulty, has been nominated for 
the same prize. “The fates of the 
play and now the novel have been 
complicit in peace rather than 
complicit in trouble,” says Barry. 
“It happened quite by accident, 
but the process, I would say, was 
hugely cheering to me.” 

The Steward of Christendom will 
be staged in Boston by Edward 
Gilbert, director of seven previous 
Huntington productions and 
artistic director of the Pittsburgh 
Public Theater. 
“It is an extraor- 
dinary piece of 
playwriting,” 
says Gilbert. “It 
is an achieved 
script in a way I 
don’t normally 
associate with 
new contempo- 
rary plays. You 
always have 
director’s im- 
pulses to fiddle 
with this or that, 
but this one is all 
there. This is the 
play it wants to 
be. And the lan- 
guage sings.” 

Gilbert directed 
the first Ameri- 
can production 
in Pittsburgh two 
years ago with 
actor Tom Atkins 
in the title role, 
and he is happy 


with him in 
Boston in what is 
otherwise a new 
production. Al-

second time around. “We're cir- 
cling a very elusive moral question: 
to what extent do we bear respon- 
sibility for the way the century has 
unfolded, especially in places as 
troubled as Ireland. Thomas 
Dunne was a man of his times, but 
maybe all of us who have lived 
through the 20th century need to 
forgive ourselves for something. It

some altogether possible. Masked 
gunmen break in and kill the fam- 
ily. The wife confesses to having 
an affair. Fifteen children burst out 
through the kitchen cabinets and 
run around the table screaming 
and yelling. The daughter’s friend 
from Australia shows up instead. A 
life-size ostrich wanders in. The 
immediate effect is comic, but by 
the time the daughter finally 
arrives and the scene is played 
through one time from start to fin- 
ish, you’ve experienced the night- 
marish anxiety of waiting in all its 
subconscious splendor. 

If Heart’s Desire takes a static 
situation and explodes it, Blue 
Kettle presents a_ story that 
implodes under the weight of a 
degenerating language. Derek is a 
fiendish 40-year-old man who 
makes a “hobby” of tracking down 
women who gave up children for 
adoption 40 years earlier and 
claiming each of them as his bio- 
logical mother. For fun and maybe 
for profit, he worms his way into 
their homes and their family lives, 
despite the fact that his actual 
mother is still alive. 

Just as Derek substitutes himself 
for an abandoned child, the words 
“kettle” and “blue” come to insert 
themselves as substitutes for this or 
that word in a sentence of dialogue, 
gradually at first and then with 
accelerating frequency. The char- 
acters carry on unaware, so that 
you understand from context and 
inflection the meaning of a sen- 
tence such as “It’s a kettle I called 
him blue blue blue a baby.” In the 








final scene, though, just as Derek is 
revealing his ruse to one of his 
‘mothers,’ the two words break up 
into their phonetic fragments and 
all you hear are sentences like “BI 
bl ket b b b excuse?” Meaning 
recedes behind a secret curtain of 
linguistic nonsense. 

Blue Kettle’s decaying language 
recalls Ionesco, just as Heart's 
Desire’s circular waiting game 
recalls Beckett. Although each 
piece demonstrates Churchill’s 
masterful ability to invent a theatri- 
cal device well-suited to her theme, 
Heart’s Desire is the more palatable 
and more successful of the two. Its 
repetitions become liberating and 
delightful whereas Blue Kettle’s 
grow tedious and oppressive. 

This Blue Heart is directed by 
Max Stafford-Clark, former artis- 
tic director of the Royal Court 
Theatre in London and one of the 
premiere champions of contempo- 
rary playwrights in the world. Five 
years ago, he and Sonia Friedman 
founded Out of Joint as a national 
and international touring company 
for new work, including such sub- 
sequent successes as Mark 
Ravenhill’s Shopping and Fucking 
and Sebastian Barry’s The Steward 
of Christendom. In the past 18 
months, their latest hit has already 
been seen in Edinburgh, London, 
Cairo, Toronto, Lisbon, Helsinki, 
Sao Paulo, Jerusalem, Bonn, St. 
Petersburg, Copenhagen, and New 
York. And now, Springfield — 
thanks to MIFA’s pioneering effort 
to bring world-class theater to the

Total Recall 2070 is plausibly paranoid

The X-Files have a right to be suspicious of 
Showtime’s latest entry in the science-fiction 
genre, Total Recall 2070 (premiere episode 
airs March 12 at 10:45 p.m. and repeats 
March 13 at 10 p.m.; further episodes air on 


Wednesdays beginning March 
19). Lead actor Michacl Easton 
bears a strong resemblance to 
David Duchovny, though his 
police-detective character lacks 
the playfulness of -“Spooky” 
Mulder. And the 90-minute pilot 
revolves around a 12-ycar-old 
boy with tclepathic powers, 
much like the story arc that led 
into the current scason of The X- 
Files. One difference is that 
there's a lot more skin than sex- 
ual tension on the R-rated 
Recall. (Showtime’s publicity kit 
points out that Easton made 
People magazine’s “50 Most 
Beautiful People” while he was 
starring in the soap opera Days 
of Our Lives.) The first episode 
is also paddcd with a lot of cop- 
show clichés and garnished with 
a few obscenitics to Ict you know 
you're watching a premium 
cable channel. 


For all these flaws, nonce of 


which is necessarily permanent, 
Total Recall 2070 is an enjoyable 
diversion — not as scary as The 
X-Files, but certainly populated 
with more plausible bogeymen. 
Loosely based on the Arnold 





Schwarzenegger film of the 
same name (minus the date) and 
the short storics of Philip K. 
Dick (who also inspired Blade 
Runner), the serics takes place 
seven decades from now in an 
unidentified city crammed full of 
ncon lights, video monitors, and 
weary-looking people. (I didn’t 
spot any senior citizens, but it’s 
unclear whether this Logan's 
Run atmosphere is a reflection 
of America in 2070. or 
Hollywood in 1999.) By this 
time, the world is unofficially 
run by six “private sector” com- 
panies known as the 
Consortium. David Hume 
(Easton’s character) works for 
the closest thing to a_ public 
police force, the Citizens 
Protection Bureau, which is sup- 
posed to keep a check on the 
Consortium and preserve civil 
liberties. From the look of things 
— including the old wooden 
furniture at CPB headquarters 
— this arrangement is not much 
of a threat to the descendants of 
Bill Gates. As one character 
remarks, when 90 percent of the 
city’s taxes come from

don’t have a lot of Icvcrage 
against white-collar cr#minals. 

Recall promises to stay clear 
of the alicn-invasion plots that 
fucl most sci-fi scrics, including 
you-know-what. It’s closer in 
spirit to the smart and subver- 
sive Max Headroom scrics of the 
late 1980s, which depicted a 
consumer-iiber-alles world run 
by television networks. In this 
case, the chief menace seems to 
be the Rekall Corporation, 
which offers “virtual” vacations 
to beaten-down citizens (see the 
Alps without Icaving your chair) 
while dabbling in  more- 
Frankenstein-like activities. I 
should ‘mention here that David 
Hume is paircd with a new part- 
ner in the first episode: a good- 
natured android named lan 
Farve (amusingly underplayed 
by Karl Pruner). 

The dystopia of Recall is a 
believable exaggeration of ccr- 
tain 1990s trends, and cre- 
ator/writer Art Montcrastclli 
(who also created UPN’s 
Nowhere Man and has written 
for such scrics as NYPD Blue) 
even has some fun with the idea 
of a permanently lowered crime 
rate. The CPB cops aren't 
allowed to carry Icthal weapons, 
and Hume complains that he 
spends most of his time rcas- 
suring citizens that their per- 
sonal computers “aren't spying 
on them.” In one clever scene 
summing up the irrelevance of 
2\Ist-century cops, an agitated 
visitor to the police station 
claims that his “automatic ten- 
nis instructor” is attacking him 
with high-speed serves. 
“Machines can’t be arrested, 
sir,” the android lan deadpans. 
“You'll have to file suit with the 
manufacturer.” 

But who needs street gangs 
when the Consortium is so adept 
at creating mayhem? The first 
episode concerns a group of 
androids who have been tem- 
porarily granted humanlike pow- 
ers of memory and emotion — a 
“soul on loan” — and naturally 
develop violent tcndencics. A 
Rekall executive (the suitably sin- 
ister Nick Mancuso) obstructs 
the police investigation, sounding 
like a Microsoft mouthpiece with 
such lines as “That information is 
protected by the Intellectual 
Copyright Law and Corporate 
Security Act!” 

“Machine Dreams” is a scr- 
viceable if not wildly original 
story. One misstep is that Hume 
takes far too long to figure out 

_the truth about his new partner 
— which suggests that the 
tighter running time of upcom- 
ing episodes may be a blessing. 
But there are cnough freaky 
moments to keep you interested 
throughout. | was pleasantly 
grossed out by the autopsy of an 
android, and 1! wondered 
whether another android was 
intentionally channeling William 
Shatner with his. roller-coaster 
manner of speaking. (“Soon. .. 
Mil... be... as dumb as a door- 
knob. Or . . . as . dumb- 
asacop.”) Perhaps Star Trek 
popped into my head because 
Total Recall 2070 is a refreshing 
throwback to the kind of sci-fi 
where storics arcn’t driven by 
special effects.

JOHN CLEESE will probably 
get a few chuckles out of the lat- 
est attempt to remakc his classic 
sit-com Fawlty Towers, for it 
reinforces the stercotype of 
American television as bland and 
politically correct. Not to men- 
tion wasteful: in buying the 
rights to rip off Clecsc’s 
premise, CBS has ordered prime 
rib just to get a side of frics. 
Payne (premicres March 15 at 
9:30 p.m., with regular episodes 
on Wednesdays at 8 p.m. begin- 
ning March 24) features John 
Larroquette as the abrasive co- 
manager of a small hotcl on the 
California coast. Larroquctte is 
quite capable of playing a nasty 
character to great comic cffect, 
but his skills are irrelevant when 
paired with such _ toothless 
scripts.

more competent “bellman”

performance now. We live in pragmatic times. 
We’re busy with life; we don’t have time to 
reflect on it. Maybe that’s why Christopher 
Wheeldon’s new work for Boston Ballet was 


shown economically and beauti- 
fully in a mirror dance, with the 
Narcissus in the water draped in 
simple cellophane strips. The 
men carry Echo on their backs, 
as if she were swimming. She 
dances between them but can’t 
break their fatal attraction. She 
sinks to the floor as if melting 
into the landscape. The gods 
turned Echo into a mountain 
spirit and Narcissus into a 


so unexpected and so touching. 

Corybantic Ecstasies is a suite 
of dances to Leonard Bernstein’s 
1954 Serenade after Plato's 
Symposium. The composer 
denied any programmatic intent 
but allowed that the music is “a 
series of related statements in 
praise of love,” according to one 
of his biographers, Joan Peyser. 
Wheeldon centers each of the 
five sections of the music on a 
different set of mythical charac- 
ters: Eros (Patrick Armand in the 
first cast), Echo and 
Narcissus (Tara Hench 
and Simon Ball or Zach- 
ary Hench), Hermes 
(Pollyana Ribeiro and 
Carlos Santos), Eros and 
Psyche (Armand and 
Larissa Ponomarenko), 
and Dionysia (led by 
Adriana Suarez and Yuri 
Yanowsky). 

Wheeldon has made a 
completely classical and 
formally structured ballet 
that nevertheless evokes 
the diverse human expe- 
rience so enduringly 
symbolized by the Greek 
myths. The work has 
texture, virtuosity, and 
poetic resonance, and it 
doesn’t give away all its 
gifts immediately. It’s a 
wonderful addition to 
the repertory. 

In the first movement, 
Eros dances with a com- 
plement of four couples. 
No roly-poly — infant 
Cupid here, the God of 
Love is powerful. His 
leaps and confident revo- 
lutions provide a focal 
point for a fruitful series 
of dance designs by the 
attendants. | was 
reminded of George 
Balanchine’s Apollo and, 
often throughout the 
piece, of the inventive 
and captivating way 
Balanchine could 
arrange small ensembles 
to feature their expertise 
within a symmetrical or 
alternating pattern. In 
other words, Wheeldon, 
now a soloist at New 
York City Ballet, has 
inherited Balanchine’s 
idea of making a ballet 


flower, but we don’t need to see 
this in order to feel the poignan- 


constantly interesting 
but never letting it 
spread out into aimless 
spectacle. 


In the second move- 
ment, Wheeldon tells the 


spins down almost to the floor 
and rises again without breaking 
her tempo. Wheeldon gives them 
a small circle of flashing leaps so 
we can see the golden wings on 
their heels. (The handsome cos- 
tumes for the ballet are by Gary 
Lisz.) 

With the lightest, smoothest 
bourrées, Ponomarenko sketches 
the adventures of the unfortu- 
nate Psyche, who provoked the 
jealous curses of Venus by being 
too beautiful. Armand holds her 
as she seems to languish, then 
revive. We might think of the 
daunting tasks Psyche had to 
undergo, and the faithful love 
Cupid maintained for her 
through all her trials. 

Finally the principals and the 
almost-forgotten original quartet 
of attendants, now joined by 
another couple, dance a wild and 
sometimes jazzy but still always 
formal Dionysian orgy led by

Intellectuals and 
artists agonized over whether to 
act when one knew the act was 
futile, and whether suicide was 
an acceptable solution to 
despair. In the film, Nureyev 
was young and beautiful and 
tortured, perhaps with sexual 
ambivalence, though most crit- 
ics and Cocteau himself por- 
trayed him as a frustrated artist 
or poet. Jeanmaire, unlike the 
demonic Phillipart, smiled cnig 
matically and_ stayed 
throughout, a perfect antagonist 
for the increasingly enraged 
Nureyev. But, replicating their 
actions, Armand and Koltun 
showed no confusion, no ambi- 
guity. They could have been 
depicting just one more tabloid 
story of sex and violence in the 
heartless city. 

Also on: the program is 
Bachianas, a new ballet by 
Daniel Pelzig. Set to selections 
from Heitor _ Villa-Lobos’s 
Bachianas Brasileiras, the plot- 
less work has five principals and 
six supporting dancers in tic- 
dyed leotards, and it offers 
exacting and_ well-rehearsed 
choreography for all. The move- 
ment started out elaborating ona 
theme of circles, with cartwheel 
lifts, turns, and supported 
arabesques for Suarez and Paul 
Thrussell in the first part.

Watchin’ Sebadoh grow 


BY FRANKLIN SOULTS Sebadoh’s new 
Sire/Sub Pop album, The Sebadoh, opens 
with a sustained electric buzz, like the sound 
of a cheap guitar amp turned up too loud. 
After an unprecedented three-year hiatus, the 
loss of drummer Bob Fay, and the departure 


for the palm trees and freeways of 
the Other Coast by founding 
member, one-time Northampton 
slacker, and long-time Beacon 
Street resident Lou Barlow, that 
electric buzz signals Sebadoh’s 
continued allegiance to the small, 
grease-stained flag of lo-fi. But if 
the trio, who play the Roxy this 
Tuesday, have always exemplified 
this alterna-rock sub-genre, they 
have been at it so long that it no 
longer means what it did when

one-time Dinosaur Jr.

Speaking by phone from his 
newly purchased house in LA, 
Barlow explains, “The funny 
thing is, I think hip-hop has been 
one of the most influential things 
to us, just sort of almost spiritual - 
ly. It’s been that way from 
Sebadoh III on, pretty much. Just 
because of the ferocity of when 
N.W.A came out, there was the 
shock of this new blood in hip- 
hop with a new edginess to it. To 
me, that stuff was a real influence, 


in that it just got me to get off my 
ass and do something that repre- 
sents me, the way that I feel.” 
Barlow’s equation of rawness 
with honest self-expression is a 
close cousin to hip-hop’s time- 
worn equation of badness with 
authenticity. Just as rappers have 
long passed off their deviant 
poses as real-life reportage, 
Sebadoh and other lo-fi acts have 
often instinctively claimed the 
same turf with their tinny guitars, 
fuzzy home recordings, makeshift 
compositions, and ramshackle 
performances. Behind both 
moves lies the axiomatic principle 
that the rawness and/or badness 
is a direct artistic rendition of 
day-to-day living, whether the 
one doing the living is a house- 
bound agoraphobe or a belliger- 
ent gangsta-in-training (“You 
look like a star/But you’re really 
just out on parole,” sang Mott the 
Hoople a hundred years ago). It 
ensures the democratic thrill of 
both styles — the feeling they 
could come from any street cor- 
ner or any corner bedroom — 








but it also places vexing limita- 
tions on the possibilities of 
growth. 

These limitations, or at least 
their foreshadows, were present 
even on Sebadoh III, the 1991 
album that Barlow claimed was 
the point he got off his ass and 
that lo-fi advocates have often 
celebrated as the group’s crown- 
ing achievement. Whether you 
like it or not, there’s no question 
the album embodies the lo-fi 
ethos in its range and spirit, 
spewing thin, random, one-take 
pot shots that were by turns 
straight-rocking, experimentally 
discordant, and _ singer/song- 
writer tender, with sentiments 
that ranged from romantic to bit- 
ter to ironic to surrealistic to 
utterly incoherent. Yet even on 
this hodgepodge it was easy to 
note a strain between perverse 
art-rock obscurantist Gaffney 


re to be this situation where the leadership would fall wherever it 


and oversensitive underground 
folk primitive Barlow. Whereas 
Gaffney seemed to believe, like 
old-school Sonic Youth, that con- 
fusion is sex (or at least sexy), 
Barlow wanted instead to convey 
some precise feelings about 
events in his life, a goal to which 
he rose most notably in his acer- 
bic kissoff to J. Mascis and 
Dinosaur Jr., “The Freed Pig.” As 
that number’s carefully worked 
ironies demonstrate, and as 
Barlow himself acknowledges 
over the phone, “Music is a craft 
like any art” — and craft requires 
artifice and discipline. 

It was to prove a difficult real- 
ization. Sebadoh III was released 
on the definitive late-’80s indie 
label, Homestead, in the very year 
Nirvana killed the ’80s dead with 
Nevermind. As if on cue, Sebadoh 
then moved on to the definitive 
early-’90s indie label, Sub Pop 
(Nirvana’s first stomping 
ground), for Bubble and Scrape, a 
1993 album where the tension 
between Gaffney and Barlow 
seemed to have become unresolv- 








able. As Barlow continued to 
hone his tender and tormented 
vision — developing a choked, 
slightly off-key signature sound 
that would have been unimagin- 
able if he hadn’t been listening to 
how Kurt Cobain was listening to 
new-school Sonic Youth — 
Gaffney went off the deep end 
with noise collages that were 
more willful than ever. 
Meanwhile, new recruit Jason 
Loewenstein, who had first joined 
up for Sebadoh III, stepped for- 
ward as a temporary intermediary 
between the two on unkempt and 
bent numbers like “Happily 
Divided” and “Sister.” By 1994’s 
Bakesale, Gaffney was gone, new 
drummer Bob Fay was aboard, 
and bassist Loewenstein slipped 
into the role of Barlow’s foil. 

It’s been that way until now. 
Over the past five years, the group 
have released only one album — 
Harmacy, in 1996 
— while undergoing 
a world of private 
turmoil, part of 
which has to do with 
trying to maintain 
the collective ideal 
that motivated 
Barlow to form 
Sebadoh (or for that 
matter, his other 
project, the Folk 
Implosion) in the 
first place. 

“That was one 
thing I always 
thought about the 
band, that there was 
no leader; I mean, 
ever, you know? I 
think that’s a really 
weird way to func- 
tion ..:.;° 3 [but}1 
think I’ve always 
wanted there to be 
this situation where 
the leadership 
would fall wherever 
it should. We all fill 
the void when we 
see it. That’s some- 
thing that arises just 
out of a lot of com- 
munication and try- 
ing to keep on top 
of what we want 
ourselves individu- 
ally and also what is 
obviously needed.” 

Barlow sees plenty of good rea- 
sons to stick with this unpre- 
dictable dynamic. “In the ’60s 
there were bands that had multi- 
ple songwriters like the Byrds and 
Buffalo Springfield and the 
Beatles. You had people who had 
definite styles working together. 
To me that’s a way to make music 
much more interesting. Through 
the ’70s and the ’80s people got 
into the idea of a band being one 
guy with a personal vision and a 
scrappy bunch of guys behind 
him who are there to present his 
tough rockin’ image. It’s sort of 
the idea of Bruce Springsteen, or 
Tom Petty, or whatever: the idea 
of these rough-hewn, Dylan- 
influenced geniuses who are at 
the head of this family of people 
that produce these very homoge- 
neous records. That’s not really 
where we come from. We’re 
much more about the ’60s collid- 
ing with hardcore and new wave 
and stuff that really does away 
with that.” 

For Barlow, the triumph of The

Sebadoh is that it sustains what 
they’re about, even if it’s in ways 
that only he and his bandmates 
can fully appreciate. “I would say 
that the songs on this record came 
out of situations that were far 
more fucked up, like just person- 
ally, than any one we did since 
Bubble and Scrape, which was out 
of a really crazy time. You know, 
the seas were pretty calm through 
Bakesale and Harmacy. Then we 
were pretty much hit with hurri- 
cane after hurricane. [There was] 
romantic turmoil, the turmoil of 
losing one of my best friends — 
Bob Fay — with him leaving the 
band. Also there was Jason and I 
going through a lot of intense 
questioning of each other and 
ourselves as far as what we want- 
ed to do to continue the band. 
And all of that stuff is so close to 
the bone to us, because of the way 
the band is — you know... 
there’s a lot of emotion and a lot 
of history invested in it.” 

It’s this very triumph over emo- 
tion and history that Barlow sees as 
the stumbling block to the album’s 
critical acceptance. “It’s weird, 
because to me the guitar stuff 
sounds a lot rougher than it was 
before. It just feels like there are a 
lot more random elements going 
on in the music. I think maybe just 
the fact that we’re together as a 
band now makes it all seem like it’s 
supposed to be there. It’s because 
this record sounds like a unified 
piece, so it suggests this cleanliness 
or order to it.” 

That defense might sound like 
the usual guff from another auteur 
who can’t see the forest for the 
trees. But give The Sebadoh time 
to be heard above the band’s his- 
tory and it starts to sound as if 
Barlow might be right. Maybe 
there’s no way it can compare to 
Bakesale or even Harmacy in the 
hearts and eardrums of fans, but it 
makes sense as a next step. 
Loewenstein finally moved for- 
ward on Bakesale as a worthy 
counterpoint to Barlow’s major 
talent, but that album mostly 
works because Barlow momentar- 
ily plays Bruce Springsteen, bust- 
ing out with riffs and tunes 
packed with unstoppable romantic 
anguish that you can’t meet 
halfway. Harmacy further refined 
each writer’s craft, but the album 
kept its underground cred because 
it split the dynamic between tune 
guy Barlow and rock guy 
Loewenstein. 

The Sebadoh is where they start 
talking to each other, Barlow 
reining in the romance (except on 
“Tree,” on which the sap runs a 
little too free), Loewenstein 
working on his melodies as hard 
as he once worked on his riffs. 
With their electronic whooshes, 
their punchy power chords, their 
crisp vocals, their tough new 
drummer who can write (Russ 
Pollard’s one credit, “Break 
Free,” stands its ground with the 
best of the rest), the band have 
come through to another side of 
“lo-fi” — a side where few others 
will follow now that the alterna- 
rock doors have swung shut. But 
just try the handle. It may rattle a 
bit, but it works just fine. Ca

cold a comfort for a group like the 
Roots as the knowledge that 
they’re “huge in Europe.” 

The title Things Fall Apart is 
borrowed from Dr. Chinua 
Achebe’s novel of colonial Nigeria 
— Roots MC/drill sergeant Black 
Thought name-checks Achebe on 
“100% Dundee.” Achebe took the 
title from Yeats’ “The Second 
Coming,” a vision of apocalypse 
far iller than anything in Busta 
Rhymes’ ocuvre. Add to that the 
grim images that adorn Things’ 
five limited-edition CD covers — 
a firebombed church, a dead mob- 
ster clutching the Ace of Spades, 
riot cops chasing black kids in 
1950s Brooklyn — and you're 
primed for a sullen, why-hip-hop- 
sucks-in-'99 polemic that sings the 
century-closing mo’ worse blucs. 

But as anyone who’s ever scen 


them live is well aware, the Roots 


are entertainers first and cantan- 
kcrous, cat-your-vegctables classi- 
cists second. Things doesn’t bitch, 
it leads by cxample, blessing all 
those coffecshop chicks and white 
dudes with a kinetic record as 
thick and soulful as drummer/ 
bandleader Ahmir “?ucstlove” 
Thompson's perennially impres- 
sive fro. The songs haven't lost the 
bebop lilt that informed 1995's Do 
You Want More?!!!??! (check out 
Leonard Hubbard’s swingin’ bass 
vamp at the end of “Dynamitc”). 
But as ?uestlove puts it in his volu- 
minous liner notes, Things was 
designed to sound “more like an 
old school Marley Marl joint . . . as 
opposed to a Brand New Heavy 
[sic] joint.” 

That means a renewed com- 
mitment to density and noize. 
Things is reported to be one of 
the most expensive hip-hop 
albums ever recorded, but you 
wouldn’t know it from the final 
mix, a dirty, overloaded sound 
clash where paper-cut snarcs 
smack against clephantine bass

Keeping it reel 
Prince Paul gets cinematic 
BY KELEFA SANNEH Let’s face it: hip-hop movies are a joke. At 


least, that’s what people tell me. Rattled by dire warnings about Master 
P.’s I’m Bout It (translation: no budget!), 


(translation: no plot!), and RZA’s 
Bobby Digital (translation: no 
script!) | haven’t had the temcrity 
to investigate the recent crop. 

These movies seem almost too 
prepostcrous to parody, but 
Prince Paul — hip-hop’s most 
consistently inventive producer 
— has never been known to turn 
down a good joke. An absurd 
soundtrack to a nonexistent 
movie, his new A Prince Among 
Thieves (Tommy Boy) is a send- 
up of the genre. But when asked 
what inspired it, Paul is decidedly 
diplomatic. “Il parody almost 
every movie I've ever seen,” he 
tells me over the phone. “I parody 
the crooked cop, the gangster 
guy, the organization leader, the 
gun runncr. It just so happens 
that everybody clse bases their 
movies on those things.” 

Prince Paul has long been con- 
sidered an eccentric visionary. He 
began his career with Stetsasonic 
in the ’80s, produced De La 
Soul’s groundbreaking Three Feet 
High and Rising in 1989, invent- 
ed horror-core rap with the 
Gravediggaz in 1994, and then

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won a Grammy for his work on 
Chris Rock’s Roll with the New. 
None of which prepared anyone 
for his 1996 solo debut, 
Psychoanalysis (What Is I1?), a 
disconcerting sound collage uni- 
fied only by the underlying theme 
of mental illness. Some of his ear- 
licr work had been weird yet 
accessible, but Psychoanalysis 
made no concessions — it spliced 
together intentionally unfunny 
stand-up comedy, strange snatch- 
es of dialogue, farcical raps, and a 
song that went, “It’s a beautiful 
night for a date rape.” 

In contrast, A Prince Among 
Thieves is a coherent album witha 
unifying theme. Where 
Psychoanalysis used sounds and 
voices to bewildering cffect, the 
new disc tclls a story that Prince 
aul says was inspired by the 
movie Grease. Its protagonists are 
Tariq and Truc, two young hus- 
tlers portrayed by indie-rap veter- 
an Breezly Brewin and newcomer 
Big Sha. While working their way 
toward an inevitable shootout, 
they cncountecr a wide varicty of

And though I'd like, just once, 
to see a hip-hop crew cut a record 
without a busload of “spccial 
guests,” at least the Roots have 
great taste.

On what’s being billed as his last tour 
ever, reggac’s Iegendary loony tunc 
smith Lee “Scratch” Perry made sure 
that the capacity crowd who turned up 
for his local date downstairs at the 
Middle East last Friday night went 
home with at lIcast some question 
about his sanity. “I am a madman,” 
bellowed the 63-year old King of 
Dub. “I am crazy but | am not 
lazy... 1 am Godzilla.” And if he 
didn’t breathe any fire, well, he 

did exhale quite a bit of smoke. 

A small man with hats fancy 
enough to rival the pope’s, Perry 
spoke strangely and carricd a 
little stick — a walking cane 
that only added to his aura of 
eccentric genius. Backed by a 
capable four-man band (gui- 
tar/bass/drums/keyboards) 
who provided a solid foundation 
of funky if not quite punk reg- 
gae party grooves, he offered 
free-form interpretations and 
interpolations of some of his 
better-known tunes — “Roast 
Fish and Cornbread” and 
“Enter the Dragon” as well 
as a reggaefied cover of “Papa 
Was a Rolling Stone” and a few 
sclections from the new Dubfire 
(Ras), including the amusing 
“Doctor Dick.” Of course, 
Perry is best-known not so 
much for his own albums as for 
the work he did with others, 
particularly the tunes he pro- 
duced and wrote with the Wailers 
and Junior Murvin. Cloistered in 
his Black Ark Studio in the 70s, 
he not only helped define the 
now-you-hcar-it-now-you-don’t 
aesthetics of dub, he came amaz- 
ingly close to creating an early

Qucens of the Stone Age, Monster 
Magnet, and local herocs Godsmack 
jammed 7400 kids into the Tsongas 
Arcna in Lowell last Friday night. The

In 1997 Om Records released the 
Deep Concentration compilation. 
Emblazoned across the front were 
the words, “The Future. of 
Experimental Hip Hop.” But what 
does “experimental” mean when the 
weird, digitized beats of Timbaland 
compete for commercial airplay with 
the bizarre, stop-start rants of Busta 
Rhymes? The capable turntablists 
and long-winded MCs on Deep 





solos. They played well-known beats 
mixed with hyperactive and abrasive 
turntable trickery; it culminated in 
Vin-Rock’s masterful reworking of 
Beenie Man’s “Sim Simma.”

Slightly fazed by their slow start, Siah 
and Yeshua made their way through 
half an hour of abstract verses about 
“gravity” and “paradigm shifts.” 
Disappointed by their lukewarm 
reception, they bid a graceful exit: 
“Guarantce you we're gonna come 
back and we're gonna rock 70 times 
harder than this . . . if you want us.” 

After their troubles, headliner D] 
FS seemed a revelation. He started 
with some Indian raga, then moved 
on to Herbie Hancock, Afrika

A tribute to the Clash 


I still remember when I stumbled across an LP of various 
artists performing songs by Neil Young a decade ago and 
thought to myself, “Wow, that’s a pretty cool idea.” These 








days, of course, tribute albums are a com- 
mon, even mundane part of the endless 
flood of CDs that arrive in stores every 
Monday at midnight, week after week, on 
big labels and small. I’m not sure why 
major labels continue to devote time and 
money to the tribute album, because for all 
the publicity generated by compilations 
dedicated to new interpretations of the 
work of, say, a John Lennon, in the end the 
CDs never sell all that well. Old John 
Lennon fans are probably more interested 
in hearing real John Lennon outtakes than 
new recordings of his old 
songs by Cheap Trick and a 
bunch of bands they’ve 
never heard of. And even if 
you are a Red Hot Chili 
Peppers fan, you may not 
want to drop 15 bucks for 
only one Chili Peppers tune 
and a bunch of other tracks 
by bands you don’t care 
about. My guess is that the tribute album 
has survived as something of a creative 
indulgence for fortunate A&R types whose 
jobs otherwise consist of chasing new 
bands around with checkbooks in hand, 
keeping their fingers crossed, and, from 
time to time, getting fired and rehired. 

Whatever the motive, I still look forward 
to tribute discs, mostly out of an abiding 
fondness for cover tunes, a pop novelty 
unfairly discredited by hordes of GB (gen- 
eral business) bands who specialize in rote 
versions of Top 40 hits and, of course, the 
Grateful Dead. Back when I was playing in 
bands, it was considered a point of pride 
not to do any covers — 
until we heard the 
Replacements’ version of 
Kiss’s “Black Diamond” 
on Let It Be and saw 
R.E.M. open a show with 
the Velvet Underground’s 
“Femme Fatale.” 
Suddenly, reinterpreting a 
classic took on a whole 
new meaning: covers 
became an integral part of 
a band’s musical identity, 
and it was perfectly 
acceptable to judge an 
outfit by their choices. 
Those choices are neces- 
sarily narrowed down to 
material by a single artist 
on a tribute disc — which 
isn’t as revealing as hear- 
ing, ‘say, a band like Hole 
pull a Duran Duran tune 
out of nowhere on stage. 
But you can still judge a 
band by the quality of their 
cover. 

The new Burning 
London: The Clash Tribute 
(Epic; in stores Tuesday, 
March 16) offers a dozen 
or so contemporary artists 
the chance to do what they

Control”). Their songs are so Clash-identi- 
fied that they don’t leave much room for 
outside artistic interpretation. 

That’s not a problem for Rancid, a band 
custom-made to play Clash covers. They 
dig their combat boots into the rebel rock 
of “Cheat” as if they’d been born audition- 
ing for the part of the Clash in Calling 
London: The Punk Years, with Tim 
Armstrong singing as if he had a copy of 
Black Market Clash caught in his throat. 
The Mighty Mighty Bosstones handle the 
ska-flavored “Rudy Can’t Fail” with appro- 
priate care; 311 put a 
Southern California spin 
on the lyrics to “White 
Man in Hammersmith 
Palais” (and prove that 
they’ve been a good band 
in search of a good song 
all along); and some outfit 
called the Urge do a 
respectable job with “This 
Is Radio Clash,” though it might have been 
cool to hear what Fatboy Slim would do 
with what is arguably the first ever big-beat 
tune. Third Eye Blind had the clout to 
score an easy hit — “Train in Vain” — but 
they sound as if they could care less. Same 
goes for No Doubt, whose stiff cover of 
“Hateful” sounds as if it had been record- 
ed to fulfill some sort of contractual oblig- 
ation. Silverchair seem, as usual, like a 
band trying way too hard to sound angry 
on their roughed-up version of “London’s 
Burning.” 

Burning London becomes more interest- 
ing when the Afghan Whigs try to turn

will with the work of a 
now ancient punk band

nance as anthems but were more often than 
not self-referential (“Clash City Rockers,” 
“This Is Radio Clash”). Their best tunes 
were tied to a specific time, place, and sit- 
uation, whether it was visiting an unwel- 
coming Jamaica as naive young reggae fans 
(“Safe European Home”) or simply squab- 
bling with their record label (“Complete

The Donnas get real

apparently saw fit to proclaim Jawbreaker the best teen 
flick since Heathers. This, however, wasn’t what enticed 


me to plunk down seven choppers for 90 
vapid minutes of pseudo-hip adolescent 
baiting. Neither was it the prospect of 
seeing Marilyn Manson give a few seconds 
of the ol’ in-out to his bride-to-be, Rose 
McGowan. No, the hook was that the 
world’s greatest teenage rock-and-roll 
outfit, the Donnas, had landed a gig as the 
prom band —.and it’s the Donnas, after 
all, who are themselves the greatest teen 
flick since Heathers, and who have the 
added bonus of being more or less real, as 
well as a fascinating work-in-progress. 
Jawbreaker is ostensibly about a high- 
school alpha clique and murder. But where 
Heathers hinted at the classroom as a 
microcosm of class warfare, Jawbreaker’s 
teens are uniformly well-off, genetically 
enhanced, Prada-clad superkids — which 
makes the Donnas’ entrance, at the very 
end of the film, a showstopper in more 
ways than one. Amid a roomful of teen- 
type cartoons — a token goth, a token 


| punk, eight zillion jocks and their cheer- 


leader trophies — the Donnas’ unrepen- 
tant normality casts immediate aspersions 
on the filmmakers’ utopia. Outfitted in the 
uniforms they donned for American 
Teenage Rock N Roll Machine (Lookout!) 


ae jeans, Chuck Taylors, pastel T-shirts 


with their pseudonymous monikers in iron- 
on letters — they’re either a little on the 
chunky side or too small or too skinny. 
Their rock poses are studied and gangly, 
but they know it. A few minutes after they 
leave the stage, the murderer will be 
revealed, but the filmmakers’ game is up as 
soon as the camera catches Donna F.’s 
tummy peeking out from under her T-shirt 








the form of a bunch of outlandish Kiss and 
Madtley Criie licks. It seemed to mark a 
seismic generational shift: implicit in the 
drama of Teenage was the idea that the 
punk-fueled rhetoric of ’90s alterna-rock 


has been such a sham that in the hands of 


the Donnas the uncomplicated ethos and 
shameless rockitude of ’80s metal exuded a 
twisted honesty and authenticity. 

Earlier this year, Sympathy for the 
Record Industry released Steal Yer Lunch 
Money, a 1996 studio session by the 
Donnas’ evil alter ego, the Electrocutes — 
who formed as a concurrent, compart- 
mentalized release-valve respite from 
Rafaelli’s invention. And just this past 
month we’ve gotten another glimpse of 
the Donnas working without a net, on a 
new Lookout! split single with the Toilet 
Boys. 

Garage rock is something like the out- 
sider-art wing of punk. It seeks the very 
opposite, or at least the absence, of the 
Rafaelli/Donnas collusion: a spontaneous- 
combustion warp drive to the dark recess- 
es of rock’s primitive psyche. Steal Yer 
Lunch Money is just such a Holy Grail. 
Lapsing into primary-school Spanish 
(“Solamente Tu,” “En la Boca”) and non- 
sense babbling straight out of an attention- 
deficit-disorder handbook, Brett Anderson, 
a/k/a Donna A., doesn’t so much sing as 
screech, as if she had no greater ambition 
than to be heard over her noisy classmates; 
the other three blast out monochromatic 
nursery-rhyme hardcore. If the words 
Rafaelli put into the Donnas’ mouths 
seemed note-perfect anthems of teenage 
thrills and spills, what makes the

— it’s as if reality had suddenly bitten the 
rest of the scene in the ass. 

The irony, of course, is that the Donnas 
are to some extent a “fictional” creation, if 
you also consider the Shangri-Las and the 
Runaways to be fictional. The oft-repeated 
story is that Darin Rafaelli — who with his 
bands Supercharger and the Brentwoods 
refined the art of lo-fi garage punk as a 
method of making hyperrealist faux oldies 
that sound indistinguishable from actual 
’60s obscurities — discovered the future 
Donnas playing heavy metal and wrote them 
a bunch of Ramones-style punk tunes that 
became The Donnas (re-released last year 
on Lookout!). It was a scenario with enough 
drama for a mini-series. I enjoyed it almost 
as much for the performance-art value as for 
the music itself: a modern-day Shadow 
Morton in post-riot grrrl California was 
sure to piss off all the right people. 

And then the plot thickened, with the 
Donnas rebelling against their lo-fi godfa- 





ther and taking greater creative control in 





Electrocutes so irresistible is the chaos of it, 
the lack of a coherent articulation, the 
nakedness and the viciousness and the so- 
wrong-it’s-right-ness. In “Pink Piggies” 
they imagine Lord of the Flies from the 
mob’s perspective; “Eaga Beava” and 
“Jasmean” descend into bodily-fluid humor 
(“She thinks she’s better than me/Her best 
friend’s name is pee/She thinks she’s bet- 
ter than you/Her very own name is poo”). 

On the insert of Steal Yer Lunch Money 
the girls are pictured in their version of high 
fashion circa 1996 — a thrift-store approx- 
imation of executive secretaries — while 
beating up some kindergarten kids. On the 
cover of their new single, “Get You Alone” 
(“the Donnas’ first venture as a completely 
self-written and self-produced band”), 
they’re dressed in their version of high fash- 
ion circa 1999: like something cut of a 
Jordache ad circa 1985. And if for some rea- 
son you don’t catch what the song’s trying 
to tell you, the look on their faces pretty 
much says it all: we’re in control. a

Soft serve 


Meaghan McLaughlin's quiet side 


People go acoustic for all sorts of reasons: to show a soft- 
er side, to bring out uncharacteristic material, or to avoid 
paying a band. In Meaghan McLaughlin’s case, playing 


acoustic is something she’s done all along 
— though usually in her bedroom and not 
in front of people. “I honestly don’t like 
folk music,” she notes. “There’s been a 
struggle with my solo stuff — if I write 
something soft, it makes me feel self-con- 
scious among my rock peers. But I try to 
stay true to myself even if I’m embarrassed 
by it. If I write a sappy song, then I can’t 
deny it, I’m a sappy songwriter.” 

When you look back at McLaughlin’s 
previous bands, “sappy” isn’t exactly the 
word that comes to mind. Her initial outfit, 
SK-70 (who made one 1993 EP for 
CherryDisc) were out for blood, as evi- 
denced by McLaughlin’s fearsome shrieks 
up front. And she hasn’t_calmed down 
much since. Currently shetronts Barbaro 
and occasionally sings for Lint. Her 
Meaghan McLaughlin solo disc (on the 
new Press label) is her first full-length, and 
though it’s a relatively peaceful set, it’s also 
the kind of acoustic album 
where you wouldn’t be 
surprised to hear a band 
crash in at any minute. 
Her voice may be pretty 
on the surface, but she 
seems to be holding back a 
major outburst. There’s a 
notable resemblance to 
Kristin Hersh in that 
voice, and she can write 
similarly haunting tunes. 
But whereas Hersh’s acoustic songs come 
from a reasonably stable home life, 
McLaughlin’s characters are all in various 
stages of disorder. 

The details — alcohol, poverty, artistic 
squalor, failed love, late nights, and more 
alcohol — aren’t exactly unheard of in rock 
circles. But McLaughlin catches the allure 
of this demi-monde without romanticizing 
it. “Barstool Poets” gets the essence of, say, 
the Middle East at 1:59 a.m. “Bender” 
could be the same people about five hours 
later. The opening “Whore” isn’t about 
being a prostitute, just about the way trying 
to survive on art or music can make you 
feel like one. 

“I’m almost making fun of myself in that 
song, but it’s about all of us drama-queen 
musicians,” she notes at Davis Square’s 
Someday Café while drinking her wake-up 
coffee at one in the afternoon. “Sometimes 
I do pull that starving-artist thing, whining 
and complaining about how you get up and 
pour your heart out just for 50 bucks and 
free beer tickets. Not to discredit the situa- 
tion, we do that because it means some- 
thing. But it would be nice to do it without 
starving yourself.” 

It’s no surprise to learn that McLaughlin 
was writing stories as a child before picking 
up a guitar. “I started writing when I was 
little — weird, because I thought I was 
good for my age, and now I’m deteriorat- 
ing. I am interested by intense situations 
that people get themselves into, and I can’t 
see myself writing about anything else.” 

She also admits she’s been in a lot of the 
situations described in the songs. “I wrote 
‘Bender’ in the middle of the night, one of 
those times when you start thinking, ‘I have 
to keep drinking now, so my hangover 
doesn’t kick in.’ I’ve been a heavy drinker, 
but there’s a lot of those on the rock scene 
— funny how you're either that or you’re 
straight edge, but if somebody’s only mod- 
erate, that’s considered really weird. I like 
to think I’m on the healthy side of being a 
waster, sad as that may sound. Drinking 
can certainly kill your creativity, I’ve seen 
that happen to people. But if you can pull 
something creative out of it, that’s definite- 
ly a plus.” 

Although she’s friendly in conversation, I

can sense the intensity that comes out in 
McLaughlin’s songs. “I do have this weird 
angry streak; I don’t know where it comes 
from, but it’s probably good for my music. 
Performing keeps some of that under con- 
trol, but I still tend to throw temper 
tantrums sometime.” With that she takes 
another sip of coffee. “Thank God for rock 
and roll, right?” 


MYSTIQUE COMP. It says something 
good for Boston that a handful of high- 
quality compilation albums have been 
released in the past three months — Jn My 
Living Room, A Place To Call Home, and 
the double disc Respond — and that the 
latter two have been benefits (there’s a 
third if you want to count the send-up 
Benefit for El Chupacabra). Many of the 
best Boston comps — including the essen- 
tial Safe and Sound and Castle von 
Buhler’s Soon/Anon/Nigh series — have 
been done for good caus- 
es, allowing the producers 
to show their heart and 
their musical taste at the 
same time. 

Add to that list Mystique, 
a new comp put together 

local producer/ex- 
guitarist 
Masunaga and 
released on his Sealed 
Fate label to benefit the 
AIDS Action Committee. It’s a tribute to 
Masunaga’s instincts that Mystique flows 
like an album, because it’s one of the more 
diverse comps to come along in some time. 
About half of the 15 bands have New 
England ties; there are three from 
California, and two from outside the coun-: 
try (the Minstrels, from Tahiti, do a neat 
update of French pop in the Serge 
Gainsbourg/Jane Birkin vein). Opening 
with a pair of moody/rootsy gems from 
California’s Beachwood Sparks and 
Boston’s Purple Ivy Shadows, the disc 
maintains a low-key flow with a bit of elec- 
tronics (a Future Bible Heroes remix), a 
dash of pure pop (Honeybunch, featuring 
former Velvet Crush member Jeffrey 
Underhill), even a rap track. This last, by 
New York’s Dopo Yume, includes some 
deathless verse: “My rhymes are hot like a 
lava lamp/I’m down with Danielle, but 
she’s kind of a tramp/When | eat at BK I’m 
known to get a cramp/No, I’m not really 
down with Peter Framp/Ton.” Sheer 
poetry. 

The compilation served another purpose 
for Masunaga: to fill a void in his musical 
life after his band broke up last year. “The 
Dambuilders had just ended and | felt at a 
crossroads — should I try to tough it out 
with this crazy music thing, or should I just 
bail and go back to school? The idea for 
the compilation came to me during a nap, 
so my logic was a little fuzzy. But I started 
thinking about AIDS and how it’s been 
such a burden on the culture. I’m thinking 
it will probably get cured in our lifetime, 
and what an amazing, unifying thing that 
will be.” 

Always a major supporter of indie music, 
Masunaga drew the comp from bands he’d 
worked with, admired, or met on tour. “I 
had vowed I would never do a compilation, 
because they tend to be fragmented or low- 
quality, and a lot of times they don’t gener- 
ate much of a donation. But all the work 
and materials on this one were either 
donated or greatly discounted, so we'll 
have no problem clearing a profit.” 

One would expect Masunaga’s produc- 
tion career to be taking off, since he pro- 
duced Sebadoh’s new The Sebadoh (see 
page 14) — whose radio hit, “Flame,” is

perhaps the track bearing his strongest 
production influence. “The phone hasn’t 
rung once,” he admits. “But it’s okay, I 
wasn’t actually thinking that things would 
change very much. And it’s not like I’ve 
seriously pursued any production work, 
since I want to get busy with this label.” 


TRAVIS’S BLARNEY. Now here’s some- 
thing you don’t find much of at this time of 
year: a bunch of drunk guys singing Irish 
songs. But at least Chandler Travis is one of 
the more entertaining yahoos around, and 
with a recent CD (Ivan in Paris) having 
shown his serious pop chops, he’s back to 
his reprobate ways on the limited-edition 
release Raw Blarney (on his own Iddy 
Biddy label). Recorded at Club Bohemia 
last St. Patrick’s Day, it’s an audio-vérité 
document of a band getting severely 
trashed in front of an audience. When 
they’re not tripping over cues or heckling 
back at their hecklers (one of whom 
sounds as if he could be Kenne Highland), 
they’re doing spontaneous versions of 
“Blame It on the Fuckin’ Irish” (based on 
Eydie Gorme’s “Blame It on the Bossa 
Nova”) and “Secret Irish Man” (based on, 
take a wild guess). Travis.and company 
promise to greet the holiday in similar style 
this Wednesday at the Lizard Lounge. 


CELEB SIGHTING. You can’t say that 
Counting Crows leader Adam Duritz has- 
n’t been going the extra mile for his bud- 
dies the Gigolo Aunts: he flew from Los 
Angeles on the morning of their CD- 
release party at the Paradise two weekends 
ago and wound up on stage with the band 
for the encore, sharing lead vocals with 
Dave Gibbs on the Byrds’ “So You Want to 
Be a Rock n’ Roll Star.” Duritz proved a 
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friendly and approachable type, hanging 
out with local media and musicians at both 
the before- and the after-show parties. And 
since he owns the label releasing the album, 
local industry folks got not only to shake 
his hand but to drink for three hours on his 
tab.

Great Rape 


Prism Opera’s memorable Britten 
BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ Some of the world’s greatest 


artists have dealt with the story of Lucretia — the Roman 
matron who kills herself after she’s raped by the Etruscan 


prince Tarquin. Titian and Rembrandt did 
two harrowing versions each, and 
Shakespeare took the story from Livy for 
one of his two narrative poems. It’s also the 
subject of Benjamin Britten’s second full- 
scale opera, The Rape of Lucretia, which he 
composed for the beloved contralto 
Kathleen Ferrier in 1946. 

Thanks to Thomas Stumpf, conductor 
and artistic director of the four-year-old 
Prism Opera, Lucretia, presented at St. 
Paul’s Church in Brookline, takes its place 
among this decade’s small number of 
Boston operatic successes. You have to 
admire any company for tackling this diffi- 
cult work. Although its forces are small — 
eight singing roles and a chamber orches- 
tra — all the parts are demanding, and 
though much of Britten’s score is (as it 
were) ravishing, it’s also both subtle and 
uncompromising, with serious philosophi- 
cal and psychological concerns. 

The (mostly) refined simplicity of 
Stumpf’s stage direction and design 
allowed you to con- 
centrate on these con- 
cerns — on the need 
for the embittered 
general Junius, whose 
wife was caught with 
another man on a sur- 
prise visit, to take 
revenge on his friend 
Collatinus, whose ; 
wife, Lucretia, re- oo 
mained faithful; on 
the need for Tar- 
quinius to mow down 
everything in his path; 
on the determination 
of the sullied Lucretia 
to destroy herself in 
spite of her husband’s 
continuing love (is her 
unappeasable shame 
the result of her falling 
in love with her 
attacker?); on wh 
beauty can’t last. 

Stumpf’s “scenery” 
consisted of a differ- 
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I need to rethink my previous reserva- 
tions about baritone Philip Lima — a giant 
of a man who has occasionally struck me as 
vocally precious. But he made a wonderful 
villain: singing with power and wit and 
capturing both Tarquinius’s cruelty and his 
seductiveness. 

Perhaps the two most difficult roles are 
the Male and Female Chorus, who both 
narrate and comment on the story. Neither 
tenor Arthur Rishi, Prism’s co-founder, 
singing the role Britten wrote for Peter 
Pears, nor soprano Pamela Murray has an 
especially lavish voice. Rishi was hard to 
hear over the heavier orchestration, 
Murray hard to understand. But Rishi’s 
emotional involvement and Murray’s cool 
detachment balanced effectively. 

This was Prism’s first production to use 
a full orchestra. In the glow of St. Paul’s 
reverberant acoustic it may be impossible 
to achieve an ideal balance with voices. All 
the playing sounded too loud. Still, Stumpf 
led an eloquent ensemble, from John 
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PRISM’S LUCRETIA takes its place among this decade’s 
small number of Boston operatic successes.

placed on the spare church altar for each 
scene: a man-sized goblet (I mean nearly 
six feet high) behind the drunken soldiers; 
spinning wheels for Lucretia and her 
domestic servants; a bed with a sword 
planted behind it (mirroring the simple 
wooden cross hanging above St. Paul’s 
altar — entirely appropriate, since Britten 
and librettist Ronald Duncan view the 
events from an explicitly Christian point of 
view); and a gigantic blood-red orchid 
(Collatinus’s favorite flower) for the final 
scene. Stumpf’s blocking, too, was unfussy 
— pointed and evocative (Lucretia’s young 
servant Lucia weaves a cat’s cradle while 
her mistress spins). Even the rape was 
staged tastefully. 

Since Prism’s mission is to present 
“ensemble opera,” Stumpf was blessed 
with a cast of remarkable consistency and 
effectiveness. Mezzo-soprano Pamela 
Dellal (Lucretia) has a voice that directly 
reflects her extraordinary warmth of per- 
sonality. She was a moving, noble, and 
finally complex heroine. Bass-baritone Paul 
Guttry (Collatinus) was convincing in his 
transition from carousing soldier to loving 
husband. Bass-baritone Emery Stephens 
(Junius) sang with ringing suavity and 
articulate intelligence. Contralto Kamala 
Soparkar, as the old nurse, had some of the 
most moving music, and she sang it with 
ripe expressiveness. Light soprano 
Candace Zaiden was a lovely, uncloying 
Lucia. 





Grimes’s galloping timpani to Susan 
Miron’s crucial harp, which veered from 
the creepy and sinister to the rhapsodic, 
from spinning tune to tender lullaby to the 
ironic sunshine-and-flowers music the 
morning after the rape. If I singled out 
oboist Jane Harrison for her aching 
English-horn obbligato in Lucretia’s morn- 
ing-after aria, I’d be omitting the strong 
contributions of string players Sarah Roth 
(concertmaster), Julia; McKenzie, Joan 
Ellersick, Beth Pearson; and Anne Trout, 
Matthew Dooley (flute), Diane Heffner 
(clarinet), Janet Underhill (bassoon), John 
Aubrey (horn), and Stumpf himself on the 
piano — and I wouldn’t want to do that. 


A NASTY COLD forced Sanford Sylvan to 
stop singing mid song near the end of the 
first half of his recital in Emmanuel Music’s 
ongoing seven-year Schubert series.

Once you're aware of this dra- 
matic abstraction, it makes you very nervous. The 
passenger turns to the driver: “I think she likes you.” 
The driver — ignoring oncoming traffic, stray dogs 
wandering into the street, traffic lights, the SUV he's 
tailgating, the SUV that's tailgating him, potholes, and 
other road hazards — turns to the passenger: “Gee, 
do you really think so, because | was wondering if 
maybe she flirts with everybody. Like my grandmoth- 
er used to say...” Oh no! Look out! Screech! Crash! 
Another victim of bad dialogue. “Sorry, officer, | was in 
a hurry to deliver my lines.”

**1/2 Jeff Beck, WHO ELSE! 
(Epic). Sure the title's audacious, 
but not anywhere as flip as guitar 
legend Jeff Beck's compositional 
sense, which seems anchored in 
mid-'70s jazz-rock fusion. 
Numbers like the daft “What 
Mama Said” and the slide-guitar 
essay “Angel (Footsteps)” 
inevitably slope toward the kind of 
funky-bottomed flash that domi- 
nated his classic Blow by Blow 
and Wired albums. So the impres- 
sion is either that Beck is totally 
unaware of how pop music has 
moved both ahead and backward 
in its aesthetics during the past 20 
years or that he just doesn't give a 
damn. Probably the latter, but 
when his mile-wide tone kicks in, 
only sticklers care where the 
tunes are going (usually 
nowhere!). And no one should 
care about the invisible, heavily 
programmed rhythm section. Who 
Else! continues to prove that 
nobody gets as much sound and 
raw energy out of a guitar as 
Beck, and there's always some- 
thing thrilling in that.

That's not necessarily a 
bad thing, but I'll take the Jungle 
Brothers’ “I'll House You” over 
many of the bastard-child rework- 
ings on this disc. Big-beat-ify 
Whodini and Kool Moe Dee and 
corn becomes cheese. 

The good stuff includes 
Bassbin Twins’ Boogie Down 
megamix “A Crate of BDP,” a stew 
of needile-thrashing scratches and 
live shout-outs drenched in com- 
munity-center reverb that's obvi 
ously the work of obsessed fans 
Aphrodite makes A Tribe Called 
Quest's smoothed-out “ince 
Again” sound like a lava flow hit- 
ting a toy factory; the Stone 
Roses’ “Fools Gold” gets doubly 
freaked, by Grooverider (snaky!) 
and the always-enthralling Rabbit 
in the Moon (spacy!). Improbable 
highlight: the pleasing sleaze of

**1/2 PARIS COMBO (Tinder). 
The bio for Paris Combo places 
the quintet’s songs alongside 
those of Dominique A, one of the 
most imaginative urban folk-rock- 
ers of this decade. In fact, Paris 
Combo's sexy acoustic bistro jazz 
sounds nothing like the Serge- 
Gainsbourg-meets-Suzanne- 
Vega atmospheric songs of 
Dominique A. Instead, their mix of 
Gypsy rhythms, repartee, and 
muted saxophone solos looks 
back to Django Reinhardt and 
Josephine Baker, with all the pol- 
ish and edge that made Paris club 
music of that era feel so harshly 
streetwise. They also, thanks to 
Belle du Berry's recitatives in 
fazzmatazz like “Moi, mon ame et 
ma conscience,” the sultry and 
Spanish “lrenée,” and the funky 
“Le roi de la forét,” recall the 
1980s club pop of Les Rita 
Mitsouko. Except that where Les 
Rita's chanteuse, Catherine 
Ringer, put her nasty-girl persona 
unmistakably in your face, du 
Berry hovers between sultry and 
dismissive, keeping you guessing 
— and making you like it.

**%*1/2 XTC, APPLE VENUS 
VOL. 1 (TVT). This lovely album 
is pretty much what XTC were 
planning six years ago before 
they launched a recording strike 
to break their old contract. The 
demos have been circulating for 
years, but the album actually 
sounds more at home in 1999: 
many of last year’s notable pop 
records (the Pernice Brothers, 
R.E.M's Up, and, for those who 
liked it, Costello/Bacharach) 
ditched guitars to explore this kind 
of orchestral chamber pop. After 
such an extended break, you 
want XTC to do more than write 
Catchy little pop songs: you want 
them to get you teary and haunt 
you for days. They accomplish 
that on the new “The Last 
Balloon,” which is among the sad- 
dest and prettiest things Andy 
Partridge has written. Sort of a 
“Yellow Submarine” in reverse, it 
invites his children to escape the 
world that his generation messed 
up, then drifts off into the ether 
with an evocative trumpet solo. 
The rest of Apple Venus is con- 
siderably more upbeat, with 
“Easter Theatre” and “River of 





Orchids” returning to the rustic 
Brit-folk territory of Skylarking, 
and “I'd Like That” working sexual 
urges into a nice love song. 
Bassist Colin Moulding’s two dry- 
witted numbers are the ice to 
Partridge’s fire (ousted guitarist 
Dave Gregory, who appears 
throughout, was evidently the 
lukewarm water). The token nasty 
number, “Your Dictionary” (about 
Partridge’s divorce), marks his 
first use of the f-word, but the 
mood shifts from bitchy to regret- 
ful before it's through 
“Greenman” features the album's 
only aggressive lead guitar — and 
a few more wouldn't have hurt — 
but there are enough soaring 
hooks and pop shivers to place 
this with XTC's best

**x* D Generation, THROUGH 
THE DARKNESS (Columbia). 
There's something quaint and 
sweetly naive about a band who 
still use razorlike guitars and jack- 
hammer rhythms to rail with 
Holden Caulfield—like disgust at a 
world of brutality and hypocrisy. 
Singer Jesse Malin’s lyrics round 
up the usual suspects: bigotry 
(“Hatred,” “Chinatown”"), orga- 
nized religion (“Sunday Secret 
Saints"), drugs (“Only a Ghost,” 
“So Messed Up,” “Cornered”), 
and all-purpose teenage alien- 
ation (“Helpless,” “Lonely”). And 
corporate rock still sucks (“Every 
Mother's Son,” “Rise & Fall,” “Sick 
on the Radio"), even though D 
Generation are working for Sony. 
Along the way, they pay lyrical 
homage to several influences: 
early Elvis Costello (whom they 
resemble in pop hookiness), the 
Clash (righteous outrage), and 
Bad Religion (harmonies, utter 
humorlessness). Indeed, at least 
in New York’s East Village, D 
Generation remain the only band 
who matter, less for the bitter frus- 
tration Malin expresses in his 
Green Day—like pseudo-cockney 
snarl than for their ineluctable 
rhythmic ferocity. Lead-guitarist 
Danny Sage, bassist Howie Pyro, 
drummer Michael Wildwood, and 
new rhythm-guitarist Todd Youth 
work together like fingers on a 
clenched fist. So one resists the 
urge to tell Malin to lighten up — 
or grow up — lest D Generation 
temper their blazing purity. After 
all, someone still has to keep-the 

punk flame for this kind of rock.

* * Kid Silver, DEAD CITY SUN- 
BEAMS (Jetset). The freaky 
stoners in Kid Silver got their start 
earlier this decade as _ three- 
fourths of the Irish shoegazing 
band  ARoller-Skate Skinny. 
Leaving behind Skinny's pen- 
chant for noisy psychedelic gui- 
tars, they now latch onto the 
three-year-old coattails of Beck's 
Odelay. The disc updates the 
casual psychedelia of Roller- 
Skate Skinny with punchy, disso- 
nant horns, cute loungy “la-la-la” 
refrains, drum loops, and white- 
boy funk bass lines. Singer Ken 
Griffen dominates this sophisticat- 
ed mix with a deep-voiced space- 
age Neil Diamond bachelor-pad 
routine, adding a heavy and 
appealing dose of shtick to the 
shuffling syncopation of songs like 
“Devils and Demons” and “67 
Cities of Light.”

ing the story's upstate New 
Hampshire setting. The unlikely 
hero is Wade Whitehouse (Nick 
Nolte in his finest performance), 
a middle-aged loser who serves 
as the town's token, part-time 
police officer. Divorced twice 
from his high-school sweetheart, 
Lillian (Mary Beth Hurt), Wade is 
hoping to marry his nurturing 
waitress girlfriend, Margie (Sissy 
Spacek), and start a new life his 
sullen young daughter, Jill (Brigid 
Tierney). But he's driven by the 
need to investigate a fatal hunt- 
ing accident, to put together a 
conspiracy theory that when 
resolved will somehow vindicate 
him.

rocketry. Based on the autobiog- 
raphy of former NASA technician 
Homer Hickam, the simple plot 
works to the film's advantage, 
highlighting the intimacies among 
the characters without getting 
maudlin. Homer (a delightfully 
earnest Jake Gyllenhaal) dreams 
of space flight, college, and a life 
beyond the suffocating confines 
of the coalmines.

Mike Judge, creator of TV's 
Beavis and Butt-head and King 
of the Hill, turns surprisingly civi- 
lized in his first live-action fea- 
ture, which is based on “Milton,” 
his animated shorts that predated 
reigning cubicle king Dilbert in 
lampooning the contemporary 
corporate wasteland.

***1/2 OTHELLO (1952). It 
took Orson Welles four years to 
make this accomplished film, and 
he had so much difficulty funding 
it, he was forced to stop shooting 
several times and find work as an 
actor to raise money. The result 
was a badly truncated text and 
an atrocious soundtrack; fortu- 
nately, the recent restoration has 
dusted off the razor-edged beau- 
ty of his images and fixed up (to 
a degree) its froggy sound, lifting 
it from the murky realm of film 
legend into the light of common 
day. Only a _ handful of 
Shakespearean films have the 
emotional fidelity and power of 
this production, and perhaps 
none is as visually stunning. 
Welles shot his version in 
Venice, as a flashback, and there 
are sequences as eerie and inef- 
fable as anything in Cocteau’'s 
Orpheus. His line readings are 
magnificent; as lago and 
Desdemona, Micheal MacLiam- 
modir and the bewitching Suzanne 
Cloutier are less effective. If the 
movie isn't a masterpiece, it's an 
often brilliant film, an anguished 
auteurist gem in which the direc- 
tor chops operatic tragedy into 
pieces of screwball psychodra- 
ma.

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famous turnpike. Early last year, three 
high-school basketball players were shot, 
and one was crippled, after state troopers 
pulled them over and began firing. (The 
cops’ story that the kids had tried to run 
them over is disproved by the angle of the 
shots.) Although Whitman fired state po- 
lice superintendent Carl Williams last 
month after he claimed that minorities are 
more likely to be involved in drug traffick- 
ing than whites, she has done precisely 
nothing about the murderous cops sup- 
posedly under her command. She has also 
done nothing about security at the Mead- 
owlands, where one young concertgoer 
died, probably as the result of private “se- 
curity,” several years back. Yet Whitman 
declared the benefit concert, which aims 
to keep alive a man who may be innocent, 
“deplorable.” 

It’s amazing, at least to me, that these 
threads have not been pulled together by 
anyone. All the elements of our nation’s 
real civil war — not the bullshit over Bill 
Clinton’s pathetic sex life, but the stuff 
that people are actually bleeding and dying 
about — are contained in these stories. 
The United States is the last remotely civi- 
lized country to use the death penalty; 
even Russia has rescinded it. The pope, no 
liberation theologian, has attacked the 
barbarity of these legal murders. (There is 
even a movement afoot to excommunicate 
California governor Gray Davis, who is a 
Catholic, for his advocacy and use of capi- 
tal punishment.) 

Americans are afflicted with some 
supremely stupid myths about the police, 
and they believe them strongly enough 
that more than 500 people returned their 
tickets for refunds after the propaganda 
campaign against the Mumia benefit con- 
cert. George Bush once said, without re- 
ceiving any flak, that murdering a police 
officer is the most heinous crime there is. 
Worse than a cop shooting a child holding 
a candy bar? Worse than the police firing 
41 bullets at an unarmed man in his own 
doorway? At least when a cop gets shot, 


he has a fair chance — he’s armed. Most 
citizens are not armed, and neither, for 
that matter, are most criminals. Yet the 
cops — who in New York often live sever- 
al hours’ drive from the city, and who in 
most cities don’t live in the poor and mi- 
nority communities where they use force 
most often — are regarded as the vulnera- 
ble ones! 

When the cops murder a civilian (and 
murder is the right word, since the cops 
are not judges, nor are the bullets in their 
guns a jury), we are always told that this is 
an aberration, that the rest of the cops are 
really good guys. But the juxtaposition of 
the attempted murder of (or at minimum, 
armed assault upon) ODB and the execu- 
tion of Amadou Diallo isn’t rare; it’s typi- 
cal. Hardly a day goes by when the police 
don’t shoot someone to death in one of 
our cities. Yet national statistics show that 
fewer than 50 police officers die in the line 
of duty each year. It is difficult to compare 
casualty rates, though, since the cops, who 
keep the statistics, don’t track instances of 
police homicide. Rudy Giuliani claims that 
in New York, homicides committed by 
cops are down, but he has yet to offer any 
accurate statistics to back that claim up 
(see “This Just In,” News, February 26). 

The police in America are armed to the 
teeth. The cops are very dangerous to 
people they don’t like, and the evidence 
says that the people they don’t like include 
the poor, blacks, Latins, and youth gener- 
ally, especially young people who don’t 
conform to the kind of looks and behavior 
that might let them grow up to be cops. I 
say this as a onetime Motor City longhair 
who used to get stopped periodically by 
cops who’d lean you up against the car, 
pull your hair, smack you in the kidneys 
with their nightsticks (which as often as 
not they’d use to smash out a taillight, so 
they could claim that was why they’d 
pulled you over), and generally treat you 
like a criminal on the evidence of appear- 
ance alone. Years later, cops from the 
same general area murdered Malice 


Green, a black citizen with long hair who 
happened to resist their busting him for 
drugs. This inspired Pearl Jam’s “W.M.A.” 
(“White Male American”). 

But of course, it isn’t rock bands like 
Rage Against the Machine and Pearl Jam 
who have made the most important criti- 
cisms of the police’s war against American 
citizens. Most of those songs have come 
from rappers. The consequences have 
been impressive. N.W.A. were hounded 
across the nation on their 1989 tour and 
prevented from singing their most popular 
song, “F**k tha Police,” even once. A cou- 
ple of years later, Ice T was chased out of 
the major-label record business over “Cop 
Killer.” And Tupac Shakur’s first shoot- 
ing, which was linked to his feud with Puff 
Daddy and the Notorious B.I.G. (a/k/a 
Biggie Smalls), is at least as likely to have 
involved the New York cops. The cops 
have basically refused to do a serious in- 
vestigation of Tupac’s murder in Las Ve- 
gas. And when Biggie Smalls was shot to 
death in Los Angeles, he was being shad- 
owed by New York cops, two of whom 
were standing within 10 feet of the Subur- 
ban he was entering. 

I don’t mean that this is entirely a black 
problem. Beatles confidant Mal Evans was 
shot down by the LA police years ago when 
what he really needed was psychiatric help; 
something similar may have happened in 
Macon, Georgia, on December 28, when 
cops shot Ronnie Hammond of the Atlanta 
Rhythm Section in the stomach. Dozens of 
Pearl Jam fans got hurt when cops rioted 
during a 1996 show in Hartford. But the 
most lethal and persistent attacks have been 
made against the hip-hoppers who have 
made the most unrelenting case against the 
oppression and brutality of the cops. The 
kind of crackpots and media whores who 
routinely slander rappers as thugs — you 
know who you are, C. Deplorable Tucker 
and Stanley Grouch — never mention this 
pattern of police violence. 

In the end, the best question remains 
the one that KRS-One first raised a

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decade ago: “Who Protects Us from 
You?” So even though I loved John 
Lennon, I have to say that the notion of 
gun control is ridiculous as long as the 
police forces in the United States attack 
people gratuitously, as long as the laws 
are enforced unjustly, and as long as 
people are so easily swayed by gullible 
journalists and officials who believe any 
pack of lies the police decide to tell. It’s 
also probably about a century too late. It 
could be argued — I’ve done it — that 
the worst political error ever made in 
this country was arming the police. In 
my opinion, it is time to take their every- 
day weapons away, until such time as 
they show that they have learned the 
judgment and control that are the pre- 
requisites for proper handling of 
firearms. I’m sure this means a few more 
cops would be shot every year al 
though maybe the criminals, not facing 
an everyday armed police force, would 
decide they needed less firepower too; 
it’s not unthinkable. 

I do know that if the police didn’t have 
guns, Amadou Diallo and numerous other 
people would not have died this winter. Of 
course, they were just ordinary citizens — 
people who lived in our communities, your 
neighbors and mine. If you’re a typical 
American, maybe you think their lives 
aren’t as important as the lives of a lethal 
gang of predators whose outfits happen to 
include badges and whose headquarters 
happen to be paid for with tax dollars. 

You’re entitled to that opinion, but I'd 
still advise you to travel strapped. You 
never know who’s going to pull you over, 
or for what. w

HAT A DIFFERENCE a river 
makes.

Jones was dashing the hopes of Boston 
progressives who long to sce one of their 
own in the Boston City Council's at-large 
seats, Cambridge residents who vote left 
were picking up yet another choice. 
Around the same time Jones declared last 
month that he would not run for an at-large 
scat after a close-but-no-cigar bid in 1997, 
progressive activist/pundit Jim Braude said 
he was mulling a campaign for the Cam- 
bridge City Council, a body friendlicr than 
Boston's to Braude’s politics. “It's likely 





cilors. Indeed, the timing of his and 
Braude’s declarations reveals a stark con- 
trast between the two citics. Both have 
solid progressive communities and a slew 
of nonprofit activist groups. In Cam- 
bridge, that translates into votes in the 
ballot box. In Boston these days it doesn’t, 
at least for the at-large councilors. It’s a 
shame, say some locals, who sce a misscd 
chance to use the citywide seats as a pul- 
pit for Boston’s left. “Without a clear kind 
of progressive voice doing that, it is a 
clear loss in terms of public policy and 
Icadership,” says Mimi Turchinetz, an ac- 
tivist now Icading the implementation of 


Jones won 9 of Boston’s 22 wards 
outright in 1997.

and it’s getting more likely every day,” said 
Braude, former head of the Tax Equity Al- 
liance for Massachusetts, who ran John 
O'Connor's failed campaign for the Eighth 
Congressional District.

the city’s living-wage ordinance. 

Boston’s at-large councilors — Dapper 
O'Neil, Francis Roache, Peggy Davis- 
Mullen, and Stephen Murphy are, tak- 
cn as a group, right wing by Cambridge 
standards. Truc, Davis-Mullen has moved 
left in recent years, reaching out to gays

and lesbians. And Roache helped lead the 
way on the city’s living-wage ordinance, a 
favorite cause of the left. All four, though, 
are loyal to anti-busing, affirmative-ac- 
tion-hating South Boston councilor Jim 
Kelly. Jones has twice tried to break into 
this group, and each time he has fallen 
short. 

Mcanwhilc, the Cambridge City Council 
is generously stocked with lefties like Ken 
Reeves and Katherine Triantafillou. Sure, 
that docsn’t seem surprising in a city 
known as the People’s Republic. But it’s a 
different PR — proportional representa- 
tion — that may be responsible for much 
of that tag’s staying power. In Boston, the 
top four at-large vote-getters win. In 
Cambridge, voters rank nine choices in 
order; once any candidate has met a 
needed quota to win (based on the num- 
ber of scats and ballots cast), the voter’s 
ballot for that candidate is transferred to 
that voter's next-highest choice. Propo- 
nents say this system allows racial or ide- 
ological minorities to gain representation, 
even if they don’t necessarily have a large 
support base. 

“I’m not sure voters in Cambridge are 
wildly different than voters in Boston,” 
says Braudc. “The clection system here is 
far friendlier to anyone who... . knows 
how to organize. You move Frank Jones 
over here with a little local history and he 
would do very well.” 

Voter turnout tells much of the story in 
Boston. Jones, who finished sixth in 1997, 
actually won 9 of the city’s 22 wards out- 
right. But he didn’t do nearly as well in 
the high-turnout, and largely white, 
neighborhoods of South Boston, Hyde 
Park, and West Roxbury. “Look at voting 


and ficld organization. The problem is 
broader than that, though. Boston's pro- 
gressives simply have not focused on city- 
council races lately. “In a place like Ja- 
maica Plain, with all these activists, there 
is so much other stuff going on. . . . For 
whatever reason, the electoral stuff docs 
not come first for a lot of people,” says 
Turchinetz. The situation was different 
just a few years ago, when Boston's at- 
large slate included left-of-center coun- 
cilors John Nucci and Rosaria Salerno. 

Absent an obvious candidate in the fall, 
progressives say they hope to lay the 
groundwork for future races. “If we con- 
tinue to organize around issucs and get 
people interested in issues rather than a 
person, and then run candidates on those 
issues, we will stand a lot better chance of 
winning,” says activist Maude Hurd, a 
member of Progressive Massachusetts, the 
state chapter of the national New Party. 
“I’m hoping it is not that far off at all.” 

” 

Is Mayor Tom Menino finding out the 
price of friendship with Governor Paul 
Cellucci? Last week, Menino savaged the 
administration’s welfare policics as 
“crazy” and “in the dark ages” for refus- 
ing to allow job training to count toward 
recipients’ work requirements. “There's 
no way to move up and out of poverty 
without job training,” said Menino, who 
filed a bill to repeal the rule, in testimony 
before the Iegislature’s Joint Committee 
on Human Services and Elderly Affairs. 

But there is a “reap what you sow” clc- 
ment to all this. Menino, who has a good 
rapport with Cellucci, showed little enthu- 
siasm for Scott Harshbarger’s near-miss 
gubernatorial campaign last ycar, offering 
only a tepid endorsement and declining to 
crank his powerful machine into gear for

patterns,” says political consultant Jim 
Spencer. “As participation has lowered, 
the people who have continued voting arc 
the people who have city jobs or are in- 
volved in local politics — the more con- 
servative Boston types, long-time resi- 
dents.” Several years ago, Spencer collab- 
orated with Turchinetz, former councilor 
David Scondras, and others in an effort to 
form a liberal-left coalition that would run 
progressives in council races. The plan 
never got off the ground. 

Critics of Boston's voting system would 
say that that was no surprise. “The poli- 
tics makes it hard and race makes it 
hard,” says George Pillsbury, program di- 
rector for the nonprofit Commonwealth 
Education Project. “Being a progressive 
makes it hard [to win] the at-large seats 
because they are controlled by five or six 
wards.” The at-large seats become, in cf- 
fect, bonus seats for those wards, charges 
Pillsbury, who authored a 1995 study of 
Boston voting trends. 

To be fair, Jones’s near-miss campaigns 
would also have benefited from more cash 


the former attorney general. Harshbarger 
still won Boston, but, in a heavily Demo- 
cratic city, the roughly 25,000-vote mar- 
gin was paltry. A more decisive victory in 
the city could have helped turn the tide 
against Ccllucci, who won by only about 
65,000 votes statewide. 

Menino aides say the mayor's stinging 
remarks are not surprising — Menino has 
long known that he has real differences 
with the governor, despite their good rela- 
tionship. Menino spokesperson Jacque 
Goddard points out that the mayor — 
who's also pushing a bill to extend bene- 
fits to welfare recipients enrolled in job 
training — is a long-time critic of the 
Weld-Ccllucci welfare policy. 

But recent days have revealed how 
harshly Cellucci’s policy and Menino’s 
agenda can clash. The same weck that

Back Bay city councilor Tom 
Keane’s Monday announcement 
that he would not seck reelection 
after three terms means the 
council will lose a thoughtful 
voice that’s often independent of 
Mayor Menino. 

It also paves the way for a race 
that may serve as a barometer of 
how much anger is really brewing 
in the Fenway and Back Bay over 
development proposals that neigh- 
borhood activists say threaten to 
overrun and, literally, overshadow 
the two neighborhoods. 

For months, the Fenway Action 
Coalition and other groups have 
taken aim at the proposed Mil- 
Iennium Partners skyscraper over 
the Massachusetts Turnpike, the 
planned expansion of Fenway 
Park, the renovation of the old 
Sears building, and other plans 
that they say amount to a “sicge” 
against the Fenway. “There is a 
tremendous amount of concern, 
and people are really uptight,” 

says long-time Fenway resident 
Helen Cox, a member of the Fen- 





Menino was linking the administration’s welfare rules to 
hunger and homelessness, the governor cmerged from 
the dustup over who would be the state’s next education 
commissioner with a partial win that may not bode well 
for Menino’s vision of Boston's schools. Although Cel- 
lucci guy Jim Peyser lost out on his bid to become com- 
missioner, the resignation of John Silber as chair of the 
state’s board of education let Cellucci appoint Peyser, 
the head of the conservative Pioneer Institute, to that 
post. 

While Menino has made schools a top priority, Cel- 
lucci’s appointee embraces ideas that some call hostile 
to strong public education. Peyser supports vouchers to 
help offset tuition at private schools — essentially public 
subsidies for private institutions. Backers say vouchers 
spur competition and choice, but critics charge that they 
shortchange public education. Menino’s school superin- 
tendent, Tom Payzant, is among the opponents. “He 
[Payzant] strongly sees education as a right, and if that 
education becomes market-driven, you will not have that 
equity in access,” says school-department spokesperson 
Tracey Lynch. 

Human-services advocates, meanwhile, say Cellucci’s 
welfare policies pull the rug out from under his moderate- 
Republican image. “We are one of the very few states that 
is not allowing education and training to count toward the 
workfare or community-service requirement,” says Sean 
Cahill, executive director of the Massachusetts Human 
Services Coalition. “And now that Cellucci is tightening 
the screws even further, proposing that welfare recipients 
work 30 hours per week instead of 20, that has taken us 
even further to the right.” Menino, despite his friendship 
with Cellucci, may be discovering he doesn’t want his city 

along for the ride.

Boston’s maligned bike messengers may face more 
regulation if Boston city councilor Stephen Murphy gets 
his way. Couricrs are already requircd to be insured and 
to display licenses, rules stemming from a 1997 collision 
between a messenger and school-committee member 
William Spring that Icft Spring scriously injured. Last 
weck, the at-large councilor called for a hearing into 
whether to ban “people engaged in the courier business” 
— otherwise known as couricrs — from using “track 
bikes” that have no brakes. Murphy says he merely 
wants to learn whether the lightweight bikes, which have 

chains connected directly to the back wheel and stop 
when the rider stops pedaling, are a safety hazard. “I’m 
not sure there is a problem,” he says. “I want to see how 
they [cyclists] stop with them if they do not have brak- 
ing devices like regular bikes. | want to see if they can 
be stopped as quickly as other bicycles.” 

The track bikes have become more popular over the 
past three years, says messenger Tom Alderscy of Bos- 
ton’s BreadRunner Couriers, who credits fashion, 
lighter weight, and casicr maintenance for the bikes’ in- 
creased use. But Aldersey and BreadRunner manager 
Owen Carlson say the bikes are not hazards. “They are 
completely safe,” says Carlson. “They are easier to 
maintain and they are easier to control. There is less 
sliding in bad weather. . . . A good track-bike rider can 
stop on a dime.”

Since 1994, he has staked out a quirky mix 
of positions, sponsoring the city’s domestic-partnership 
ordinance and opposing the living-wage measure that 
ultimatcly passed the council. “I promised six ycars ago 
| would stay in office six years,” says Keanc. “I think | 
have done a good job and want to leave on a high note.” 

Keane says he plans to devote himself full-time to his 
work with the venture-capital firm Murphy and Part- 
ners, where he has continued to work during his council 
term. And he says there’s a strong chance he'll seck of- 
fice again. x

Smells like what? 
years ago: 
March 11, 1994 

When WFNX program director 
Kurt St. Thomas interviewed mem- 
bers of Nirvana not long after Kurt 
Cobain’s first overdose, he found that 
the origins of their hit song “Smells 
like Teen Spirit” really did have some- 
thing to do with underarm cleanliness. 
Cobain explained: 

“This friend of mine and I were 
goofing around in my house one night. 
We were kinda drunk, and we were 
writing graffiti all over the walls of my 
house. She wrote, ‘Kurt smells like 
Teen Spirit.’ And earlier on we were 
having this discussion on teen revolu- 
tion and stuff like that. So I took that 
as a compliment. I thought she was 
saying I was a person who could in- 
spire. I thought it was a nice little title. 
And it turns out she just meant that I 
smelled like the deodorant. I didn’t 
even know that deodorant existed until 
after the song was written.” 


Mass depression 
1 years ago: 
March 10, 1989 

Former Massachusetts governor 
Michael Dukakis wasn’t the only one 
who got walloped in the presidential 
election of ’88. Scot Lehigh noted that 
an air of defeatism hung over the 
whole state. 

“George Bush had a party, and we 
were left with the hangover. A hang- 
over named Mike Dukakis. Bush 
made him a pathetic figure, and now 
he’s our pathetic figure. For two more 
long years. It’s like being trapped in 
the elevator with a Jehovah’s Wit- 
ness. ... As comedian Barry Crim- 
mins puts it, ‘Being around Dukakis 
after the election is sort of like a really 
bad television show that was canceled 
everywhere else but for some reason is 
still being played here.’ ” 





Ce 
SPLASH had moviegoers willing 
to believe in this little mermaid. 


Manhattan mermaid 
1 years ago: 
March 13, 1984 

Michael Sragow was enchanted 
with the imagery in Ron Howard’s 
magical mermaid movie, Splash. 

“In Flashdance, cinematographer 
Don Peterman served up the dancers 
like fleshpots; in Splash, he’s almost 
courtly — scenes like that of a still- 
beautiful mermaid looking bruised 
and vulnerable in a research tank, her 
blond hair floating in a golden nim- 
bus, take on a storybook luster. 
Splash is both a boisterously funny 
farce and that rare and many-splen- 
dored thing: a romantic fairy tale that 
adults can believe in.” 


Gee whiz 
2 years ago: 
March 13, 1979 

For all the Bee Gees’ “silly falsetto 
harmonies” and “chirpy unnatural 
voices,” Don Shewey thought their 
music was something special. 

“Brought to fruition with the Satur- 
day Night Fever soundtrack and fur- 
ther extended on the newly released 
Spirits Having Flown (RSO), the Bee 
Gees’ sound is a hodgepodge of 
groups, genres, and styles (especially 
black musical styles) that have sur- 
faced in the last nebulous decade. Yet 
the final product, the synthesis of all 





the ’70s. 


these influences, is unique and not 
likely to be widely imitated. It is, 
for what it’s worth, the sound of 
the ’70s.” 


The full, fast-moving Monty 
2 years ago: 
March 12, 1974 

J. Sillitoe and Norman D. Sandler 
reported on the latest student craze at 
Northeastern, MIT, and Harvard — 
running around buck-naked. Unfor- 
tunately, not everyone was amused. 

“The reaction from MIT officials 
has been cautious non-involvement, as 
it has at many other schools across 
the nation, where streaking is taking 
hold as the greatest thing since gold- 
fish swallowing. Streakers at MIT re- 
portedly have been told by officials 
that if they’re going to run around like 
that they should do it at night and 
should not get caught. The campus 
police have been tolerant, but the 
presence of Cambridge police in the 
vicinity added a bit of tension at last 
week’s midnight streak.” 


Where are they now? 

Kurt St. Thomas is the senior direc- 
tor of artists and repertoire at Arista 
Records. Scot Lehigh is a staff re- 
porter for the Boston Globe.
